The incident portrays as clearly as any- 
thing can the inconsistency of the Kentucky 
character where questions involving human 
life are concerned. The thought had never, 
apparently, entered the minds of these sev- 
enty-five citizens of Breathitt county that 
upon them had reeted the obligation to see 
that Turner was given an opportunity to 
“learn right from wrong.” It was their 
business, if it was anybody’s business on the 
earth, and they now urge the fact of their 
own neglect upon the governor of Tennessee 
in mitigation of the orime of murder. 


Character of the Kentuckian. 

A most entertaining book could be writ- 
ten upon the character of the average Ken- 
tuckian. His courage is a proverb and his 
lawlessnese a byword His hospitalities are 
boundless and his courtesy extreme; his 
vindictiveness is violent and his enmity eter- 
nal. No state in the union offers such e- 
tremes of moral worth. The low value set by 
the Kentuckian upon human Hfe has abso- 
lutely no parallel in any civilized country, 
unless, perhaps, it can be found in Tennessee. 

In the cemetery at Frankfort, Ky.—one of 
the most beautiful burial grounds in this or 
any country—stands the monument of John 
M. Elliott, an associate judge of the Court 
of Appeals, and upon it is carved “ Murdered 
for doing his duty. Judge Elliott wes killed 
by Col Thomas Buford, 4 member of one 
of the best and proudest families in Ken- 
tucky. Buford was “ sentehced to an asy- 
lum,” ut later walked away from the asylum 
and made his way to Indiana, where he re- 
mained until hie death. 

Not far from the grave of Judge Eliott 
is that of Solomon P. Sharpe, former attor- 
ney general of the state, who was called to 
his own front door in the twilight by a man 
named Beauchamp and stabbed to death. 
The romantic story of this crime involves 
the name of Beaucbhamp's wife, and has been 


1 history for many years. 


Nearer to Elifott’s resting place than is 
the grave of Sharpe is the tomb of Gov. 
William Goebel, whose assassination in 1900 
is still familiar. This list of crime and mur 
der might be repeated from every ceme- 
tery in many parts of the state. The cond!- 
tion has existed since the founding of the 
Kentucky commonwealth. and shows no 
signs of pessing away.

Otherwise 
the holding of public ‘office. becomes a school 
of cynicism. 

Our public service is more wholesome 
than many people think. If they are intent 
upon it and just. in criticism the people can 
have the representation and the administra- 
tion that they desire. .

Ask Supervision of Roads.

There must be machinery through which 
public obligations as defined by law may be 
enforced.

The question 
of rates must be determined after full con- 
sideration of all pertinent facts to the end 
that the requirements of impartiality and 
reasonableness may de complied with, while 
at the same time a fair return to the. owners 
of the property may be assured. Nothing 
should be lacking in administrative powers 
for the attainment ef these objects. 


— Stop Agitation by Redress. 

“ It is most mischievous to permit known 
abuses to remain the subject of general agi- 
tation without providing proper methods for 
the consideration and redress of specific 
grievances. And there is no more beneficial 
exercise of power than to Allay distrust by 
providing administrative means for investi- 
gation, for necessary publicity, and the even, 
constant, and just enforcement of the law. 

It ie also. essential that there should be 
efficient supervision of the issue of securities 
to avoid the evils of inflation and of over- 
capitalization, The interests of the public 
and of stockholders must be guarded against 
the imposition of unjust burdens and corrupt 
manipulations.¢ - 

This country is full of men with a talent 
for industry. They are entitled to à fair 
show. No one can complain if his rivel has a 
larger factory or turns out better wares. 
But in a free country it is intolerable that 
dne should be dented equal access to markets 
by discriminating rates or allowances. Nor 
should a premium be placed upon such prac- 
tices or an incentive be given to extortion 
by permitting the piling up ot securities 
which do hot fairly represent value and upon 
which returns cannot be earned by fair 
means. 

Laws Should Hit Nail on Head. 

But laws, state and federal, should be as 
definite ase possible and should apply with 
becoming precision to the practices sought to 
be reached. It was seven years after the 
Sherman act was passed before it was de- 
termined that it applied to railroads.

Not the confidence of ignorance or 
indifference, blind to wfong and deaf to ap- 
peals against injusticé, but the confidence 
which is inspired by the vision of the forces 
of right and a just appreciation of our ma- 
terlal and moral strength. 

* Pessimists and cynics cannot develop 
thie country. We must have confidence in 
the stability of our institutions, In the sanity 
of the people, and in their realization of what 
underlles our prosperity. We must take ac- 
count of progress in education; the dis- 
semination of information; the increased 
capacity for discriminating judgments; the 
uplifting power of the myriad efforts which 
in every community make for better Nving 
and higher standards of corduct. 

“We are far from perfect, and it is well 
we should be stirrerd by the daily revela- 
tions of weakness and of vice. But there 
is no occasion for misgiving. To distrust 
the futyre in this land of opportunity is to 
despair of humanity itself. Here, progress 
is the child of aspiration wedded to common 
sense. Let us dismiss vague alarms and go 
forward with calm confidence in the in- 
degrity and destiny of the American people. 

This is no time for discouragement or 
zhalting, but for appreciation of American 
opportunity and for that intelligent sand 
united effort by which alone we can avall of 
{it and deserve the blessings of posterity. 

To support this confidence and to gain 
these ends we must have a settled govern- 
mental policy. And it must be aright policy. 


Socialism Not Desired. 


“It must be a cy consistent with the 
genius of our institu s. The people of this 
country do not desire socialism even as an 
experiment. They do not propose to pass 
through a dreadful quarter of an hour ot 
revolutionary changes to satisfy themselves 
of these imperfections of human nature of 
which they are already well apprised, and 
which make impossible the permanent con- 
stitution of scciety in accordance with so- 
clalistic theory. 

We must make progress, and it must be 
steady and consistent, conserving what is 
good and safeguarding the opportunities for 
honest effort. Otherwise game will be offset 
by unnecessary losses and expert account- 
ants may search in vain for awredit balance. 
We may accomplish needed reforms by mak- 
ing our institutions work @s they were in-

The four organizations, among which the 
large sum of money raised bi the bisiness 
men's relief committee has been distributed, 
made unusual efforts during the day to get 
in touch with as many ae posstbie of the des- 
titute families under their supervision in 
order to call out the men for street cleaning. 
Two assembling points were assigned, The 
Tribune lodging house at 59 Canal street, on 
the west side, and Archer and Dearborn 
streets on the south side. 

From these points bri were sent out 
to clear the pathways of today’s church- 
gotrs. On the’ west side the men devoted 
their attention te shoveling and sweeping 
from Halsted street the last vestiges of snow, 
while on the south side a greater territory 
was covered, but only prominent street cor- 
ners received attention. 


Act as Generals. 


President Sterling of the Chicago Bureau 
of Charities worked the greater part of the 
night on the south side streets superintend- 
ing the checking In and counting of the men 
and seeing they were credited properly to the 
different societies. Other representatives 
were present from the Associated Jewish 
Charities, the St. Vincent de Paul society, 
and the Relief and Aid society. Supt. Rich- 
ard Fox of the Citizens’ Street Cleaning bu- 
reau furnished foremen to supervise the 
work, and the superintendent himself took 
an active part in the carmmpaign on the south 
side 


Mr. Bennett of the Chicago City railway 
was also on the scene for a time and the ten 
flat care and crews which he furnished were 
on duty all night, carrying snow from vari- 
ous street intersections to the Twenty-sec- 
ond street bridge, where it was dumped into 
the river. Without these cars the work 
could not have been carried on so stccess- 
fully.

Knife Always for Trust.

A man may raise tobacco in the same field 

year after year, and any expert in tobacco 

will, tell him that no two crops of tobacco" 
raised in that field are exactly alike. They

‘infinite manner of ways they will be different, 
all or any of these distinctions may at- 
pase market value.

When hung in the barns to dry the 
tobacco steadily ran down in quality. It 
became poorer and poorer and less and less 
desirable as an article of commerce. Every

ills that fell to his share in the two years. 


Farmers Organize Opposition. 


It was immediately after the experience 
of these two lean years that the idea came 


Glenraven, Tenn., that the only salvation 
for the farmer lay in organized opposition to 
the American Tobacco company.. Heat once 
called in several of his friends.to consider’ 
the project and the result was the forma- 
ton bt an organization which is today the 
Dark Tobacco District Planters’ Protective 
association. 

The methods of destruction e 
either been to destroy the tobacdo crop in its 
‘afancy by a process known as scraping,” 
or in its maturity by burning the barn and 
crop after the tobacco has been hung up to 
ary. In order to fully understand what is 
meant by “scraping a tobacco bed a slight 
explanation of the manner in which tobacco 
is raised ig necessary. It is a peculiarity of 
the tobacco plant that in the early stages of 
growth it thrives best in soll that has never 
before been used for any crop. It is there- 
fore the custom to clear a smal! space, gen- 
erally on the south side of a small elevation, 
and here the seed is thickly sown. When 
the plants have reached a height of about 
three inches they are taken from the bed and 
t planted in the larger field, where they mature 
in about sixty days. 


Destroyed in Few Minutes. 


It is before the plants have been taken from 
the first bed that they are capable of being 
entirely destroyed within a few minutes. The 
plants are thickly sown and it is easy fora 
vigorous man with a hoe to step into the 
bed and with moderate industry inside of 
fifteen minutes cut down so many plants that 
it will be impossible for the farmer to obtain 
enough to plant his field. There is no time to 
raise a second lot of plants and the farmer is 
perforce compelled to go without his crop of 
tobacco for that year.

School Trustees to Have Cen- | 


sus of Such Sent to Board. 
of Charities. 


MANY UNABLE TO LEARN. 


After Being Barred from Classes 
There Is No Place Where 
They Can Go. 


A unique appeal for another charitable in- 
stitution, to be located in or near Cook coun- 
ty, is to be made to the state board of chari- 
ties through the board of education. 

The school management committee has al- 
rected the compulsory education department 
to take a census of the children of low men- 
tality who have been excluded from the 
Chicago public schools, or are otherwise 
thrown on their own resources. and set adrift. 
in the city. When the statistics have been 
compiled they will be laid before the chari- 
tles board as an argument for the estab- 
isheent of a new home for the insane. 

These children are excluded from the 
schools because of their bad effect on the 
other puplis,“ said Miss Jane Addams, at 
whose suggestion the action wastaken, yes- 
terday. Ot course then they pass out of 
the school board's jurisdiction, but only a 
small proportion of them can be cared for in 
the overcrowded state institutions, ard the 
question of what becomes of them is one that 
has troubled me a long tima 

Trustee Modie J. Spiegel made the formal 
motion for the investigation at the commit- 
tee's last meeting, and the trustees present 
expressed themselves unanimously in favor 
of the unusual action. 


Hundreds Barred Each Year. 

The number ef children barred from the 
schools each year runs into the hundreds. In 
each case this requires special action by the 
board, and this is taken only after a rigid 
examination and a recommendation from 
the child study department. 

In the laboratory of the child/study de- 
partment, on the eighth floor of The Tribune 
building, every child who shows marked 
deficiency in his studies undergoes the most 
searching kind of a physical examination, 
If the difficulty is found to be adenoid 
growths, bad eyesight, or something else 
that can be cured, arrangements are made 
to remedy. the trouble. But if the trouble its 
of deeper origin— low mentalltxy is the 
technical term—the child cannot be kept in 
the school system. 

Then, if he is fortunate, his parents or the 
county or state authorities find him a place 
at one of the state institutions, If not, the 
parents, if there are any, must care for him 
to the best of théir ability.

GIFT IS PLEDGED 70 NORWAY 


American Natives of That Coun- 
try to Erect Memorial Building 


STRUCTURE TO COST $50,000. 


Big Fund Will Be Raised Also for War- 
fare on Tuberculosis. : 


Norwegian-Americans in convention at the 
Sherman house yesterday decided to raise a 
fund for waging war on tuberculosis in Nor- 
way and at least $50,000 for a permanent 
building in Christiania as headquarters of the 
Normana League of the World as a memorial 
gift to Norway. 

Arrangements were made for a permanent 
organization to gather contributions to a 
fund of at least $150,000 for the purpose of 
carrying out the object of the convention. 
An effort will be made to reach every Nor- 
Weslan- American in the United States for the 
purpose of soliciting contributions. The gift 
is to be presented to Norway on May 17, 1014, 
the centennial of the adoption of the Nor- 
Wwegian constitution. 

The proposition as adopted was presented 
by F. Herman Gade, consul for Norway in 
‘Chicago, after the members of the conven- 
tion had debated nearly seven hours on the 
question of what form the gift should take. 
Various proposals were made, including a 
fund of $1,000,000 for buying land for the 
peasantry and the sending of a commission 
of Norwegian-American engineers to Nor- 
way to teach the peasantry how to utilize 
the many thousands of waterfalls for indus- 
trial purposes. 


Point Carried by Physicians. 


The one finally adopted was in a large 
measure carried by the large delegation 
of physicians present, who urged that the 
“white plague is making great inroads 
among the fishermen on the western coast 
of Norway and that nothing could redound 
more to the credit of emigrated Norwegians 
than to establish a fund for waging war on 
consumption among those poor people. 

Among those who argued in favor of this 
were Dr. Ludvig Hektoen and Dr. Thomas 
Warloe of Chicago and Dr. Knut Hoegh of 
Minneapolis. The idea of a building for the 
Nonmana League of the World, an organiza- 
tion embracing Norwegians in ali parts of 
the world, was proposed by Prof. Wilhelm 
(Petterson of Minneapolis.

BLAME FOR RAIL CHIEFS. 


\ 


Says They Are at Fault for Dis- 
trust Which Caused Drastic 
Legislation. 


New York, Feb. “22,—[Special.]—Edward 
H. Harriman at 60 is much too busy to think 
about retiring from the railroad 
A year ago next Monday he thought that 
another twelve months would find him 
ready to quit the game, but today he told a 
reporter that thete are still too many moves 
to be made. 

He doesn’t propose to stop, even to con- 
sider retiring, until the complications on 
the industrial chessboard have been resolved 
sufficiently to enable him to see clearly a 
little distance ahead. 

Until then Mr. Harriman thinks he owes it 
to 40,000 stockholders and 150000 employés 
in his sygtem to stay on the job. 

This definition of his position Mr. Harri- 
man made in the course of his afternoon 
constitutional along Fifth avenue today. The 
reporter met him coming out of his house 
and asked how things looked from Harri- 
man's viewpoint of sixty years, lacking only 
a couple of days. 

It was the railroad man who spoke of the

age wouldn’ t undertake to say, said Me. 
Harriman. “ No sensible man would under- 
take now to predict what is going to happen 
or to make a comprehensive statement of 
present conditions. There are too many 
moves yet to be made before any degree 
of stability is reached to makesuch a survey 
possible. 

Wo is going to make them!“ 

Tou know as well as I do,“ returned Mr. 
Harriman, sharply. “The people of this 
country have got to be brought to a proper 
appreciation of the inter-relation between 
the various factors in industry. Then they 
must see to it that the administration of 
law is eonducted in thelr interest and not 
as a matter of persona) caprice.” 

And you are going to stay in the game 
until this comes about, Mr. Harriman?’ the 
reporter asked. 

I don’t want to say how long I shall stay 
in harness. A year ago, when the interstate 
commerce commission was at work, I said 
something about retiring in another year. 
Well, it ian’t a case of changing my mind, 
but of not having had time to think about 
retirement. " 


Slump Beyond All Fears. 

I looked then for some falling off in busi- 
ness, but for nothing like what has occurred. 
I didn’t expect to see 50 per cent of the de- 
crease that has been realized. Under such 
conditions there is nothing to do but to stick 
until matters get into competent hands, at 
least, and until confidence has been restored. 

Just now we are hearing about the wages 
problem. But do people appreciate that, 
with a given opportunity for the develop- 
ment of business, the more we have to pay 
for capital the less there is to pay for wages? 

am not referring to the scale of wages; 
but to the amount that we can spend for 
wages. And ih order to get capital on rea- 
sonable terms we have got to have good 
credit, and credit must be maintained by 
surplue earnings. There is the whole thing 
in. a nutshell. 

A wrong idea prevails in a good many 
quarters about this relationship of capital 
and labor. We men who manage the roads 
are not the capitaMsts. The security holders 
from whom we borrow the money are the 
capitalists, and they are in partnership with | 
the wage earners in trying to make a tan 
profit out of serving the public. 

“Tt is our duty as managers of the roads 
to preserve the proper relations between the 
different factors so far as we can. 


Censures Unwise “Interference.”’ 

„ But what becomes of our efforts when 
unwise governmental! interference, resulting 
in such a condition of distrust as prevails at 
present, jumbies up all factors in one con- 
glomera tion? 

It is obvious that restriction of busi- 
ness brings about uneconomical conditions 
throughout the industrial structure. When 
men are working on part time or under lim- 
itations as to hours and conditions there Is a 
tremendous waste in earning capacity and 
productive energy. 

“The whole fabric of industry contracts. 
There is less money to be spent by the work- 
ers and consequently less business to be done 
to supply the wants they can afford. A fam- 
ily makes one bag of flour go where two were 
used before; the old clothes are made over 
instead of having new-ones bought. 

“ Multiply this by eighty million and you 
can see what it means to have the nation 


econom!se. 


Distrust Stops All Progress. 

„Add the distrust naturally produced 
among those who have the money to invest, 
and there la a combination of forces at work 
with cumulative effect, the result of which 
it is hard to forecast. 

» Barnings decrease because of the slack- 
ening volume of business; capital becomes 
timid and rates for money high, and there is 
correspondingly less to be paid for the labor 
necessary to carry out the work that we have 
before us. 

The question of whether wages will de- 
crease does not depend upon my attitude or 
the attitude of any other manager ot in- 
dustry toward labor. 

“It depends upon whether we are going 
to have the money to pay labor to do the 
work that we ought to do. 

“TI believe things will right themselves 
when the people have had a chance to under- 
stand the situation, provided that we elimi- 
nate the self-seeber. 

„What we have got to hayein political and 
in business life is the mam who is willing to 
work for others and doesn’t undertake to 
move the pieces on the chess board solely 
with a view to what he thinke to be his own 
interest. 

“If you ask me when I believe an equi- 
librium will be reached and confidence re- 
stored, I say frankly that I don't know. The 
patient is now under treatment that will 
prove efficacious in the end, but the question 
still remains whether the disease may not 
prove serious before the corrective treat- 
ment gets the upper hand. 


Blames Rail Chiefs. 


„ Mind, I do not lay all the blame on the 
public, or even on the politicians. The rail- 
road men themselves are to blame for a great 
deal of what has happened, and they ought 
to recognize it at this time, when they have 
their own worries with them. 

“If the railroad men of fhe United States 
had learned to trust each other years ago a 
great deal of what hae been suffered would 
have been avoided. There was a time when 
they had the right to make agreements cov- 
ering traffic and rates, but wha. was the re- 
sult?’ 

“An agreement was hardly made before 
somebody whom it bound issued an order 
violating ite provisions. That sort of thing 
was the root of destructive competition. 

*I am not opposed to railroad regulation, 
provided it is coupled with railroad protec- 
tion. Long ego I expressed the view that 
regulation, even to the point of allowing the 
interstate commerce commission to fix the 
rates, was not to be combated, provided the 
government would allow the roads to make 
agreements with each other through the re- 

of the Sherman law. 

‘* Sensible regulation, protection of the rail- 
roads against unnecessary competition, and 
publicity are, in my mind, the three things 
that. will set the railroads right with the 
people in the end. But meanwhile the men 
who have the responsibilities of the raliroads 
on their shoulders must keep to their task

State Democrats May Fight. 


There is going to be plenty of trouble in 
the ranks of the democratic party of Ilnois 
if the plans of the anti-Sullivan faction are 
any indieation.

Bryan and National Committeeman Sullivan 
will be renewed in the selection of delegates 
to the democratic national convention. 

Following the Bryan speech at Springfield 
Fridey, which is intérpreted as another slap 
at Sullivan, it came out yesterday that plans 
to contest Sullivan's control of the delega- 
tion are on foot.

The political pri- 
mary law, for which: La Follette fought so 
hard in Wisconsin, is now on the statute 
books of a dozen states, and even the prin-

lines originally urged by La Follette and 
for which he was roundly denounced by the 
corporate interests of the whole country. 


Not Given to Fancy Theories. 

It may be true that Little Bob has been 
obscured since he arrivedin Washington. He 
has certainly done nothing startling, nothing 
radical, nothing sensational, He is one of 
the ninety-two senators and he has done his 
work wunostentatiousty, successfully, and 
without criticism. It must be remembered, 
however, that this man who is so frequently 
called radical may be merely a few steps in 
advance of his party. He is not a socialist 
nor a believer in advanced theories of govern- 
ment. He does not advocate the government 


| ownership of railroads and he has never been 


committed to any of the fads and fancies 
which have distinguished Bryan, to whom 
the Wisconsin senator frequently has been 
compared. If to be in advance of his party is 
an honor, La Follette has it; if it be a mis- 
take, he probably will accept the responsibil- 
ity and seek to bring the party up to his level. 

It must never be forgotten that, while Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is entitled to the great credit 
of having initiated the reel railroad rate 
regulations in ass, Gov. La Follette 
of Wisconsin and Gov. Cummins of Iowa 
are entitled to much of the credit for the 
awakening the public conscience which 
made the velt triumph possible. 

It ia to La Follette,.too, that must be 
charged up another idea in the direction of 
control of the railroads which is now firmly 
fixcd in the mind of President Rooseveit, 
although he has not yet insisted upon its 
being placed on the statute books. This is 
the theory that railroads must submit to 
some sort of process by which their real cash 
value may be determined as a basis for future 
rate making. 

Court Supports His Plans. 

Gov. La Follette first crystallised this idea 
in his campaign speeches and his messages 
as governor. He showed by the reports of 
railroads themséives and by the market 
value of their securities that most of them 
were €normously overcapitalized. He in- 
sisted, merely as a matter of theory, that 
the people had the right to fix a rate either 
for freight or passengers, which would bring 
a fair return on the capital actually invested, 
and that the railroads had no right to put 
a fictitious value on their property and then 
expect the public to pay the rates based 
upon that faiséhood: 

Since Gov. La Follette formulated this 
theory, which only a few years ago was de- 
nounced as radicalism run riot and as down- 
right socialism, the Supreme court has sus- 
tained the idea completely. It has held that 
a ratiroad may charge a tariff which pro- 
duces a fair return on the amount invested, 
and that any rate above that, based on s 
mere isgue of stock or bonds, is unreason- 
able and may be abolished by the proper 
authority. 
It may be that La Follette will not be 
nominated at Chicago. Under the present 
conditions it would be extraordinary it he 
were. His failure in 1908 does not mean. 
however, that he will be out of the running 
four years, or even eight years, from now. 
His political history can be read with profit 
by the people who feel inclired to scoff at 
the Wisconsin senator and his presidential 
prospects. 
He was admitted to the bar in February, 
1880, when he was a little less than 25 years 
old. That same year, before he had had 
twelves months’ experience at the bar, he 
made up his mind to become the prosecuting 
attorney for Dane county. He had attended 
law school for only fourteen weeks and he 
began his practice eight months after he had 
left the university. 
K. W. Keyes was then postmaster of Madi- 
son and was recognized as the political boss 
of Wisconsin. He laughed at the young 
student who had the temerity to become a 
candidate fur a place which was wanted by 
a dozen well equipped lawyers who had a 
good standing in the republican party. He 
turned down Follette with an abruptness 
characteristic of the boss in all the states. 
But La Follette didn't stay turned down. 
He went out into the county on his own 
account and made a hand to hand and house 
to house canvass. He had more at stake 
than the other man, and he worked harder. 
He wanted to get married and needed the 
money the office would bring to start house- 
keeping with. Boss Keyes was beatén in his 
own county by an unknown young student, 
who looked like a barnstorming actor and 
talked like a whirlwind. . 
Again He Downs Them. 
Four years later he became a candidate 
for congress and again he was laughed at by 
the local bosses. They were all against him, 
dut he won out by a personal hand shaking 
canvass, during the progress of which he 
met every voter in the district and capti- 
vated him by his earmestness. After six 
years in congress he went down to defeat 
in the disastrous election of 1890, when Me- 
Kinley and others lost their seats. 
Then La Follette determined to be governor 
of Wisconain, and once more he ran against 
his old friends, the political bosses of the 
state. He made two unsuccessful canvass+s 
for the nomination and worked so hard that 
he nearly lost his Ife. The third time he 
was successful. He captured the nomina- 
tion against the opposition of all the old 
wheel horses of the republican party tn Wis- 
consin. The fight between the stalwartsand 
the halfbreeds had become a part of the po- 
iitical history of the country. In spite of all 
the opposition La Follette, however, tri- 
umphed. He carried the state for governor 
in 1900, in 1902, and 1004. 

At the beginning of his third term he dom- 
inated the state. He Rad himeelf elected to 
the United States senate to succeed Quarles 
in January, 1005, and yet he did not take, 
his seat until the following winter. Hespent 
the interval in solidifying his strength in the 
legisiature and he did not come to Washing- 
ton until he felt that he left behind him a 
coherent political machine on which he could

Next June the La Follette delegation will be 
admitted to the Chicago convention uncon- 
tested, and it will p t as a candidate for 
the presidency the man who was turned 
out of the doors four years ago.

BISHOP SATTERLEE, HEAD OF 
WASHINGTON DIOCESE; IS DEAD 


Succumbs to Pneumonia Following an 
Attack of Grip Which Was Ignored 
by Prelate—Charity Work Noted. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—The Right 
Rev. Henry Yates Satterlee, D. D., for the 
last twelve year protestant episcopal bishop 
of Washington, died at hie residence here to- 
day of pneumonia. 

The funeral probably will be at the pro- 
cathedral here next Tuesday. The iliness 
which resulted in his death is attributed to 
an experience in New York harbor, when a 
transfer boat on which he was a passenger 
om his return trip from ‘Providence to Wash- 
ington a week ago Thursday night was de- 
tained in the fog on Bast river for seven 
hours. 

Dr. Satterlee was born in New York Jan. 11, 
1848, and wae graduated from Columbia uni- 
versity in 1863. He was made a deacon in 
1865, priest in 1867, and was an assistant 
rector until 1875, when he was made rector of 
Zion church at Wappinger’s Falls, N. 1. In 
1882, after receiving the degree of D. D. from 
Union college, he was called to Calvary 
church, In New York, where he remained for 


‘fourteen years. 


In 1896 he went to Washington as a bishop 
and immediately entered upon a career of | 
prominence in the national capital. His.chief 
ambition there was to erect a great cathe. 
aral in Washington which would surpass 
in grandeur and beauty anything in Amer- 
ica. Plans were drawn for the structure, 
the cost of which was estimated at 310.000. 
000. Work was started last fall on the 
building.

Legislative Committee Hears 
of Midnight Functions at 
Jacksonville.

DRINKS SAID TO BE THERE 


Investigation Also Made Into the 
Condition of Food Supply 
for Inmates. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Jacksonville, III., Feb. 22.—{Special.]— 
Midnight social functions of a highly divert- 
ing character, at which the attendants of 
the Jacksonville insane asylum are declared 
to have played questionable roles, are being 
made the subject of a thorough investigation 
by the legislative investigating committee. 

According to stories which are now in the 
hands of the subcommittee of the investigat- 
ing body, a large fumber of attendants and 
officials have made a practice of seeking 
relaxation from their duties in a manner 
that is far from conventional. Many mid- 
night dinners at the home of a woman living 
near the institution are being cited as evi- 
dence that the morals of at least a part of 
the staff of attendants are not what they 
should be. 

Although Jacksonville and the surrounding 
country is dry,“ intoxicating drinks have 
found their way to this place in large quanti- 
tiles. City officials here, it appears, know of 
the sale of drinks at the house, but for some 
unknown reason have not interfered with 
the business. Even when a suit, in which the 
owner was the defendant, revealed that the 
liquor laws were being violated, nothing wes 
done by the police. 


Say Patients Are Neglected. 


One of the witnesses who were closely ex- 
amined in secret by the subcommittee de- 
clared that the attendants who seek pleasure 
of all sorts there nightly do not always make 
sure that their mentally feeble charges are 
well cared for before they leave their posts 
of duty. There were other and more specific 
charges, but the members of the subcom- 
mittee will not discuss them until they have 
been substantiated. | 

“It is easy for the people to make charges 
and, while they may appear to be well 
founded, the committee will nat give them 
their official stamp until it can be found that 
they are true,“ said Representative Hope. 
“We are going to secure the names of all 
the witnesses obtainable while here and, 
when the entire investigating committee re- 
turns here, probably next week, we will ex- 
amine them closely. 

Representatives Hope and McLaughlin have 
compiled a long list of witnesses whose sto- 
ries will embrace all sorts of charges of Ir- 
regularity at the institution ranging from 
alleged mistreatment of inmates to use of 
‘wormy Oatmeal as food. The committee be-- 
lieves many of these charges may be the 
outgrowth of personal grievances and spite- 
work, but expects to personally investigate 
them all and separate the wheat from the 
chaff before the arrival of the entire body. 


Denies Charge of Cruelty. 


One of these charges is that two nurses 
bound ea towel about the neck of an insane 
woman and nearly strangled her before it 
could be removed. Another tale is to the 
effect that a woman patient was thrown on 
the floor and held by her hair. Supt. Carriel 
‘denied’ both of these charges and declares 
that there have been no patients cruelly 
treated at the institution. 

As soon as the subcommittee of legislators 
arrived here this morning they hurried to 
Dr. Carriel’s office at the asylum and with- 
out any previous announcement declared it 
was their intention to appropriate some of 
the institution's stores. 

Practically the same program as that which 
had been carried on et Lincoln asylum then 
took place. The committee descended on 
the storeroom and secured whatever they 
thought would be necessary to prove or dis- 
prove the charge that a poor quality of food 
was being served to patients while the state 
was paying exorbitant prices for provisions. 
Each article was sealed, and after the work 
was completed enough food and provisions 
to stock a general store were loaded into a 
dgay and hauled away. 

In order to make the test complete I 
would suggest that you consume some of the 
samples, said Supt. Carriel to the legis- 
lators. 

“Il am perfectly willing to test some of 
them.“ said Mr. McLaughlin. 

So the two men were seated in the super- 
intendent's private dining room and served 
with a dinner which was made up of various 
articles of food from the storehouse. They 
found, however, that many of the items 
which appeared upon this board were not the 
same as thoge served to the inmates. 

The coffee, for instance, was declared to 
‘be superb. Investigation showed that the in- 
mates were given a mixture of chicory and 
low grade coffee to drink. 


Diphtheria Scourge Denied. 

Stories relating to ravages of diphtheria 
at the institution were found to be without 
foundation. There are but two cases at the 
asylum, and these have been isolated. 

After completing their work at the asylum 
the committee went into executive session to 
formulate some mysterious move to be made 
tomorrow. According to report, their plans

The United States exports ten times 
as much to Porto Rico as was done in the 
years which preceded annexation, and is now 
sending to the island 88 per cent of its total 
Since the Philippines were ac- 
quired by the United States, or since normal 
conditions were partially restored by the sup- 

ession of the insurrection, in 1901, the tota! 

1 trade of the islands has ally 
crawled up to $50,000,000, as against $54,000, - 
000 in the last year of the Spanish régime; 
also a period, by the way, of internal unrest 
and disorder. This is practically no prog- 
ress. Last year only 17 per cent of Phil- 
ippine imports came from the United States. 
At the same per capita rate of consumption 
as Porto Rico, the Philippines would have 
imported last year from the United States 
about $175,000,000 worth of merchandise, as 
@gainst $4,477.886 worth which was con- 
sumed. 

The area, soll, climate, and population of 
the Philippines warrant the assumption that 
the islands might in time, with our other 

ical possessions, produce practically all 

tropical and subtropical products which 
the United States can use. This would mean

Possibilities of the Future.

lex, but they fall into groups which make 

t possible to readily identify and analyze 
them. Of these groups undoubtedly the most 
active and potent u composed of large pro- 
tected interests in the United States which 
profess to see a danger to some industries 
in America if the tariff wall be opened to 
admit Philippine products. The economic 
basta for the arguments presented by this 
group is so slight that it could hardly have 
vented action by congress had not it been 
Able to cloud the real issues by injecting into 
the discussion a lot of confusing and more 
er less irrelevant matters. 

To this end a deliberate campaign of mis- 
representation was waged. The islands have 
been represented as a tremendous financial 
burden upon the nation; the cificulties of the 
Political situation here have been grossly ex- 
@éeg¢rated; and all the incongruous elements

opposed our policy Here, were rallied into a 
common army of obstruction, which has so 
Car been able to block legislation by congress. 

Those first intrusted with the administra- 
ticn of these islands by the United States 
government quickly realized that their ac- 
quisition by our nation must affect Philip- 
pine commerce and industry through the al- 
teration of international relb.tions and con- 
sequent modification of conditions which ap- 
ply to foreign trade. 


Spain Exploitation Plans. 
It had been the policy of Spain to exploit 


the islands, as far as possible, for the benefit 


ef the mother country; certain industries 
and production had been stimulated, others 
discouraged, with a view to benefit Spain 
rather than the islands. It was clear that the 
aiteration of this system, by depriving Phil- 
ippine products of advantageous markets in 
some quarters, must compel them to find 
markets elsewhere. This caused, in the be- 
ginning, no uneasiness. for what mattered 
the loss of a narrow and restricted market 
if entry into the immeasurably greater one 
of the United States was gained thereby? 
When the need for some relief was urged 
upon congress a bone was thrown to the 
islands by conceding a reduction of 25 per 
cent of the Dingley schedules to Philippine 
roducts entering the United States. It soon 
ame evident, however, that this conces- 
sion was of slight benefit, and when Mr. Taft 
ime secretary of war he urged congress 
to grant free trade between the Philippines 
and the states, as had been done with Hawaii 
and Porto Rico. The Payne bill was intro- 
duced, granting a further reduction of 50 per | 
Cent of the Dingley tariff until 1909, when 
free trade should become operative. This 
measure was passed by the house of repre 
eentatives by a large majority, but the an- 
,tagonistic interests succeeded in having it 
"Killed in the senate. The free admission of 
sugar was the real stumbling block, and the 
character of the opposition is indicated by its 
attitude in this matter. The sugar interests 
professed to be willing to admit Philippine 
sugar free if the annua: importation be lim- 
Ated to 400,000 tons. As the entire sugar out- 
put of the islands cannot reach this figure 
for probably under twenty years, even under 
favorable conditions. it is evident that the 
alleged peril from this source is more imag- 
inary than real. 
Although effective opposition to legislation 
to benefit these islands centers In the United 
es, it receives siderable indirect sup- 
rt from elements in the Philippines. This 
pert springs from two sources—political 
and economic. The political opposition comes 
from those advocates of Philippine independ- 
ence who fear that ifthe islands ever become 
/too closely attached to the United States by 
ties of commercial and industrial reciprocity 
and investment of American capital, all hope 
a Philippine republic wil wanish.

It only requires 
the intelligently directed effort of man to 
make t contribute its quota to the sum of 
human wealth. 


Capital and Labor. 


Under modern conditions two main fac- 
tors are essential to such effort: capital and 
labor. The state of labor in the islands is a 
matter which deserves fuller notice than can 
be given now, but it may be said that the 
present supply is ample tor a considerable 
development. Conditions which Ge ter the 
introduction of capital are the chief present 
handicap to progress in the islands. 

While many minor factors contribute their 
influence to frighten capital away from the 
Philippines, there is one . central cause 
for its present timidity. is is the uncer- 
tainty about the present and future political 
status of the islands. 

Mr. Taft's definite declaration that the 
administration has no idea of entirely let- 
ting go of the islands helps to set at rest one 
cause for uneasiness, but much remains to 
be done before capital will find here an in- 
viting field for investment. People who, rec- 
ognizing the remarkable natural opportuni- 
ties afforded, would like to invest in agri- 
cultural production and other activities 
in the Philippines want first to be assured of 
stability of the general conditions which will 
uffect their Investments. If they want to 
open hemp or coffee plantatioms. or to invest 
millions in rubber land they want to feel the 
confidence not only in the political status of 
the country but also that economic condi- 
tions surrounding the production and mar- 
keting of their products will not be sudden- 
ly changed. 


Protection for Inhabitants. 


The United States is committed to a policy 
here which will substantially conserve the 
interests of the inhabitants and protect them 
against external efforts to exploit them for 
the advantage of foreigners, which te the 
frequent result of similar relations between 
a great power and weak, alien peoples and 
possessions. This has led to,the rejection 
by the commission of some ambitious projects 
designed to attract capital on the ground that 
they involved a sacrifice of the best interests 
of the natives. 

There is no doubt that the spirit which 
prompts such a policy is excellent, and that 
the policy is a good one; but If the islands 
are to be developed, which will increase gen- 
eral prosperity here, the idea of protecting 
the interests of the natives should not be per- 
mitted to operate to exclude legitimate enter- 
prises. To draw foreign capital to the islands 
it is necessary to make investments here 
more attractive than can now be found elae- 
where. This may be done through any or | 
all of the circumstances which affect invest- | 
ments: political stability, security, and the 
profits promised. Where the risk is believed 
to be greater, capital demands greater pros- 
pective profits. 

In the beginning it probably will be neces. 
sary to make the Philippines attractive to 
capital by offering greater opportunity for 
profit in comparison to countries of similar 
natural advantages; for, even with favorable 
action by congress, all doubts concerning 
the stability of other factors will not imme- 
diately. vanish. Here is a chance for the 
exercise of wisdom and discretion on the 
part of the men who administer insular 
affairs. 

One is glad to note that present prospects 
are, on the whole, distinctly favorable. In 
the last twenty years $300,000,000 of American 
capital has been invested in tropical coun- 
tries, where natural and political conditions 
are less favorable than they now are here. | 

But whether these islands shall progress, 
stand still, or drift backward is up to con- 
gress. By this time, probably, the Payne bill, 
with a few amendments designed to meet the 
views of the more reasonable opposition, will 
have been reintroduced, and should have a 
good prospect to pass. 
it as a panacea, it promises substantia! bene- 
fit, and if it becomes a law it wili go far to 
clarify the economic status of the Islands. 


“SONG OF SONGS” TOBE STAGED

Mr. Monck in arranging the biblical book 
for the stage, has endeavored to treat of it 
exclusively ag an eastern love poem without 
accentuating the mystie interpretation given 
it by various commentators. The text to 
be used is from the revised version of the 
bible, the work being divided into a chorus 
representing the daughtere of Jerusalem and 
the three principal characters, King Solo- 
mon being attired in gold and white, and 
the Shulamite, in the second part of the play, 
in the seven veils of brilliant colors used 
by oriental dancers.

TANGIBR, Jan. 24:.—Now that there ex- 
ists confirmation of the news that Marra- 
kesh, the southern cap:tal of Morocco and 
seat of Maulai Abd-el-Hafid's court, actu- 
ally has declared a jehad; or holy war, it is 
| extremely likely that the world at large 1s 
destined to hear the name of Marrakesh, 
the red,” in more sanguinary connection 
than hertofore. 

For this reason, and inasmuch as Marra- 
kesh always has been naively bloodthirsty 
enough to preclude any projects for the 
building of hotels to house 5 ** personally 
conducted’ from America and England, it 
is interesting to devote some consideration 
to the first community of Morocco which has 
broken through the barriers of internationa! 
politics to the extent of kindling the much 
\feared jehad—ea movement, the avowed ob- 
ject of which is to *‘ drive every Christian 
pig out of Morocco.” 

Whether Moulai Abd-el-Hafid sanctioned 
the declaration of the jehad is not clear, 
and in view of his hazy relations with the 
powers seems a bit unlikely, but his atti- 
tude does not affect the fact that the holy 
war has been declared at Marrakesh, and 
that the life of a Christiam would not be 
worth five minutes purchase at the present 
time were he to be found unprotected there. 


Jehad Announced by Criers. 

The declaration of the jehad took place in 
the mosques and was announced in the streets 
and sokos by criers. The impelling cause of 
the radical and dangerous move was the 
aggression of the French in occupying inland 
pointe—notabiy the fortified Das of Me- 
diuna and Setat, in the fahe of Shawia. The 
action of the French in moving troops out- 
side of the sone, defined by the treaty of 
Algeciras, of course, provoked the most se- 
vere sort of denunciation from natives and 
anti-French fo 

The declaration of a jehad, it ie écarcely 
necessary to say, is a serious matter. It 
means, m substance, that every man, woman, 
and child who subscribes to it pledges life 
and property to the defense of the green flag 
of Islam and the driving out of invaders. The 
rallying cry of the jehad is the old chant: 

En-Nasara f es-senarah wa el Yahud 
f es-sehud "’ (The Nagarenes to the hook 
and the Jews to the spit.“ 

The city of Marrakesh, where the deciara- 
tion of the jehad has been made, has about 
60,000 inhabitants, or approximately double 
the number of Tangier. Fez, the largest city 
of Morocco, is credited with having about 
150,000 inhabitants. 


Savage Tribes Influence City. 

Marrakesh differs from the more northern 
towns by reason of its nearness to the Great 
Atlas mountains, which shelter the Berber 
tribesmen, who have influenced the city to 
a marked extent. According to the imper- 
fect chronicles of Morocco, Yusef bin Tashfin 
laid the foundations of Marrakesh, near the 
periphery of the great red plain of Blad el 
Hamra, 900 yearsago. It is walled with hard 
rammed mud, the ramparts being from 
twenty tothirty feet high—irregularity seem- 
ingly is dear to the Moorish mind—and set 
with frequent square towers. Formerly 
there were seventeen gates, but today there 
are only seven. It is seven miles around the 
city, including the Agadul parks. 


plain is the Kutubinya tower, a sister to the 
Gibraltar of Seville and the Borjel Hassan 
of Rabat. The square walls of the tower 
are of massive hewn stone and rise to the 
height of about 250 feet. 

The lanthorn at the top of the tower is 
surmounted by a gilded crescent and three 
copper gilt balis, estimated to weigh 1,060 
pounds. Early Christian explorers, includ- 
ing our own Capt. John Smith, were much 
amazed when they visited Marrakesh and 
saw the balls, which they understood to be 
of solid gold. It ts from a platform under 


they cannot look down upon the women in 
nearby houses—chant the calls to prayer. 


Balls Placed as a’ Penance. 

There is a tradition that a sultana of Mo- 
rocco caused the balls and crescent to be put 
in place as a penance for neglecting the ob- 
servance of three hours of the great fast of 
Ramadan, some time in the long ago. Nu- 
merous other tales exist concerning them. 

A less enticing feature of the place is a 
leper settlement outside the walls, where 
lepers, partially supported by the govern- 
ment, beg of passersby. Arother curious fea- 
ture of the place Is a cugar mill, erected by 
an Englishman for a sultan long since dead. 
The mill, like much else pertaining to Mar- 
rakesh, has fallen into disuse and been per- 
mitted to decay. Storks’ nests are frequent. 

Like the walls, the houses mostly are of 
hard packed red earth. They have flat. 
whitewashed roofs, but occasionally the 
monotony is broken by a mosque or saint 
house, roofed with glazed green tiles. 

The inhabitants get their water by means 
of twenty miles of conduits from Tasultant 
one of the native wonders of Morocco. This 
eystem turns a number of mills and sup- 
plies a reservoir 1,200 feet square. It is not 
such water as Americans would approve of. 
In fact, in summer, the combined stenches of 
Marrakesh are said to be worse than those 
of Tangier, where at least a pretence of 
cleaning up is being made. 


Palms Make Refreshing Relief. 

An offset to the disagreeable features ang 
a refreshing break in the barrenness of the 
city consists of a girdle of date palms around 
the walls. The palms are an 
source of revenue to Marrekesh, and are 
| gaid to have been planted inadvertently by 

besiegers throwing away the stones of dates 
which formed their food. Another story has 
it that 20,000 Christian slaves who were 
employed on work for the city had some- 
thing to do with planting them. 

The Jewish quarter of the city is said to 
be as bad a mellah as any in Morocco. The 
filth in it is estimated to be fifteen feet deep 
In places, even coming as high as second 
story windows. 

Marrakesh is famed for its persecution of 
the Jews. No Jew, unless foreign protected, 
is allewed te wear shoes or ride when pas 
ing through the town. According to an au- 
thority on the Jews in Morocco, some of 
the Jews of Marrakesh do not leave thelr 
mellah from one year’s end to the other. 
Many of the Jewesses follow the Mohammed- 
an custom of going about with veils. The un- 
happy Israelites live in dread of reptiles 
and other dangerous vermin, and on account 
of filth, eye diseases are more common with 
them than among the Moors. 


Seven Dead Saints Guard City. 

Marrakesh is belleved by Mohammedans 
to be under the protection of seven dead 
saints with difficult Arabic names. Owing 
to the occasional passing of Europeans, the 
Moors twelve years ago chained the streets 
leading to the grave of Sidi Abd-el-Aziz, one 
of the holiest of the holy. 

The houses of the leading citizens are bullt 
in the midst of labyrinthe of blind alleys and 
crooked streets, often with overhanging up- 
per stories, from windows of which it is 
easy to kill undesirable callers. When a 
dog or cat dies ite body is left to decay in 
the street. The Moorish gentleman may be

The native 
feeling against them was shown long before 
the jehad was declared by the desecration of 
their cemetery at Marrakesh. 

At the present writing it remains to be 
seen whether the declaration of the jehad 
is to remain a local matter so far as the 
present is concerned or to develop quickly 
into a big and dangerous thing. Who knows? 


ENSIGN IN FRENCH NAVY 
SENTENCED FOR TREACHERY. 


Court Martial Finds Him Guilty of At- 
tempting to Sell Nation’s Secrets to 
German Agent. 


TOULON, Feb. 22.—Charies B. Ulimo, an 
ensign in the French navy, has been found 
guilty by a court martial of attempting to 
sell naval secrets to a foreign power and 
sentenced to life imprisonment and to be de- 
graded from his rank. 

Ensign Ulme was arrested at Toulon on 
Oct. 25 om the charge of being a spy. He 
afterwards confessed to having abstracted a 
secret signal book and the naval cipher. An 
army reserve officer named Burtgh was aft- 
erwards arrested at Vendo on similar 
charges, and at Toulon on Nov. 10 five ring 
leaders of an important association of inter- 
national spies were taken into custody. It 
is believed that all these men were in some 
way connected with Ullmo's plan. 

The authorities found evidence that Un- 
mo had offered to sell Information concern- 
ing the defenses of France to a German 
agent. 

Counsel for Ulimo practically admitted 
the facts as charged, but asked for clemency 
on the ground that Ulme was a victim of 
the opium habit and that he had fallen under 
the Influence of an unscrupulous woman for 
whom he had squandered his fortune and 
ruined his life. Ullmo was completely 
crushed when his sentence was read. 


“EDWARD'S MOTIVE PATRIOTIC.” 


Goldwin Smith Declares King’s Inter- 
ference with Government Is No 
‘ Cause for Alarm.

LONDON, Feb. 22.—Goldwin Smith opens 
the fundamental question of King Edward's 
interference in the policy of the government. 
Hé says the rumor has reached Toronto that 
the extreme policy of the liberal ministry has 
been modified by the Influence of the king. 

**Supposing the rumor true, it does not 
seem to me to give the liberals any cause 
for alarm. The character of Edward VII. is 
sufficient assurance that the motive is patri- 
otic and that there is: no disregard for the 
constitution. The extreme measures in ques- 
tion have never been before the people, nor 
are they embodiments of principles held by 
anything that could. properly be called a 
party. 

In the house of commons, what is styled 
a party is made up of five discordant ele- 
ments, the liberals, radicals, labor men, so- 
cialists, and Irish home rufrs. The home 
rulers are where they are, not for the pur- 
pose of assisting but for that of distracting 
national councils in order to force the na- 
tion into a practical dismemberment. As 
Irishmen they may be patriots. To the 
united kingdom they are political enemies. 
Measures framed by the leaders of such a 
party may be the offspring of an unprincipied

The exposition is strictly a government 
undertaking. Bills have. been introduced 
into the diet providing for the lifting of the 
customs duties from all exhibits and also for 
protecting the patents and copyrights of 
exhibiters. 

All the first class powers have signified 
their intention of being represented, and 
some eight or nine governments have mede 
announcements and inquiries as to the regu- 
lations, but it is fully realized here that much 
depends upon what the United States may 
decide. In fact. some of the first class powers 
have stated frankly that they would like to 
know what America proposed to do. 


Points Out Japan’s Gifts. 


Viscount Kaneko, president of the exposi- 
tion, has written a letter to Mr. O’Brien, the 
American ambassador, in which he expresses 
gratification at receipt of the news that Mr. 
Hayes of California had introduced a bill ap- 
propriating $250,000 for the American exhibit, 
but significantly he goes on to say that, in 
view of the importance attached by the Jap- 
anese government to the constantly growing 
trade, and particularly the traditional friend- 
ship between the United States and Japan, 
he desires the ambassador to use his influ- 
ence towards inducing. the American gov- 
ernment to make as generous an appropria- 
tion as the occasion, in his opinion, justifies. 

Viscount Kaneko points out that when the 
St. Louis exposition was opened in 1904, Japan 
was unfortunately engaged in war, but. not- 
withstanding this, the Japanese government 
appropriated the sum of $400,000 as Japan's 
share in the exposition. He then goes back 
to the record of 1898, and states that the 
appropriation of $360,000 by the Japanese 
government for the world’s fair in Chicago 
was entirely apart from the large interest 
taken by individuals and corporations in the 
exposition. 


America to Set Example. 


There is disappointment in business, cir- 
cles generally that no greater sum h en 
set aside for the American representation. 
Viscount Kaneko specifically states that in 
his belief, whatever sum the United States 
decides to appropriate, will be a sort of stand- 
ard for other nations.

LIVERPOOL WHEAT HIGHER.

Hog Market Is Sharply Liewbe on the 
Enormous Receipts of Swine. 


— 


Silence reigned in the grain pits of the local 
board as well as the other exchanges of the 
Sie ater — 
were down 
the curb, with less than the usual amount 
of trade gossip floating around. 

Cables from Liverpool were about the only 
outside news of importance. Futures in that 
market closed 1%@1\%4 higher, while spot 
wheat was 01a higher, the higher rangabe- 
ing attributed to short covering and a con- 
tinued moderate demand for cargoes from 
the continent. Corn was d higher for both 
spot and futures, the cash demand being a 
little better, while the late strength in this 
market on Friday was a bullish influence. 

Little change was noted in weather condi- 
tions, no bulletins being posted, while the 
Private wires were all out of commission for 
the day. The weather situation is worrying 
corn traders more than those who dabbie in 
the wheat market, as the quite general snows 
the last week, practically covering the winter 
wheat beit, have set at rest all fears on that 
score for the time being. Corn men would 
like to see cold weather continued with clear 
conditions. The receipts recently have been 
insignificant, but it is expected thet receipts 
will show a big improvement with normal 
— prevailing in transportation 

es. 


Little was doing in a cash way either for 
wheat or corn, few brokers being down, and 
no attempt being made todo business. A few 
scattered lots of wheat were reported sold 
at the same relative prices as ruled on the 
preceding day. 

The better tone of the cash market recently 
was generally commented on by the traders 
who were down from force of habit, and 
there was a disposition to make opinions 
contingent on the continuation of this de 
mand, with the consequent reduction in 
supplies. The fact wes generally recog- 
nized that supplies of No. 2 red are limited, 
end as sales the last week have aggregated 
about 760,000 bu a steady inquiry of like 
proportions would result in a rapid dim- 
inution of stocks. 

World's shipments were estimated at about 
1,800,000 bu, figuring on Bradstreet's esti- 
mate of American shipments. The trade are 
looking for another big increase in sup- 
plies of breadstuffs on ocean passage. 

The clearing up of the railroad situation 
resulted in an enormous run of hogs, which 
were rushed in as soon as facilities were 
provided. Receipts for the day were 52,000 
hogs and prices at the yards were 106180 
lower. The heavy run of hogs was ex- 
pected by the majority of provision traders 
having facilities for knowing the extent of 
the movement. Estimates for Monday were 
— hogs and 215,000 are expected for the 
week. 

In an interesting summary of trade condt- 
tions in the grain trade of the world, and 
tions in the grain trade of the world and 
especially in regard to the effect the huge 
Argentine shipments will have on the Euro- 
pean markets, the Commercial West of Min- 
neapolis said: “The effect of the terrible 
smash in prices in Europe and the heavy 
losses to importers will be different from the 
effect of big declines in American markets. 
Here big declines are soon forgotten. for they 
have no effect on the trade as a whole; for 
the line and the terminal elevator companies, 
the millers and the exporters are not car- 
rying large amounts of unhedged wheat. 
The prihciple of the trade is altogether dif- 
ferent from what it is in Europe. There the 
big importing houses are the foundation, the 
price basis. They buy wheat from the ex- 
porting countries at prices they believe will 
show a profit. A big decline such as that of 
the last few weeks means heavy losses. 

* Such losses as some of the big importing 
houses must now be facing come, prob- 
ably, but once to each generation; and the 
effect of the present situation must be to 
cause greater caution in buying for several 
years to come. And this will mean a gradu- 
ally declining export basis. If America 
should raise a big crop in 1908, it is probable, 
yes, almost certain, that European offers 
for our surplus will be on a low basis.“ 

The improvement in the continental de- 
mand has had a tendency to slightly restore 
the faith of many people in the position of 
wheat, and we ourselves are inclined te at- 
tach some importance toit,“ said Lenders & 
Co. of London. It may be within the recol- 
lection of our readers that it has been our 
contention that the weakness of the market 
and the severe decline in prices of late were 
largely due to the abstention of the continent 
as a serious buyer. The true logic of this 
line of argument is, therefore, that if the 
continent showed a disposition to buy more 
freely one principal source of weakness would 
be removed, and if there were signs of 
strength in other directions we might even 
hope for not only a broadening. trade but 
some improvement in values. We think it 
will be generally admitted that the future of 
wheat, never an easy one to gauge, is at the 
moment unusually difficult. Is we were to 
listen to the statisticians we should say that 
the position was seldom stronger, and there is 
little doubt that if one put down the position 
in figures alone it might easily be a cause 
for wonder where Europe is to get its neces- 
sary supplies from for the second half of 
the cereal year.”

OPERATORS TAKE FIRM STAND. 


If Their Proposals Are Rejected Tues- 
day by Miners Strike Is Be- 
lieved Inevitable. 


Peoria, III., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—The Iiil- 
nois coal operators have taken a firm stan} 
in proposals they will present to the miners 
Tuesday. If accepted controversy will end, 
and if rejected it is believed a strike will 
be inevitable. 

Demands by the operators include the 
specification that the union men shall not 
work in mines not controlled by the Opera- 
tors’ association, the differential rate of pay, 
and the system of collecting dues. Inter- 
national Secretary-Treasurer William D. 
Ryan stated this afteronon that the miners 
will refuse to be a party to such an agree- 
ment. 

Statements were given out today by the 
heads of the two factions. President Walker 
of the United Mine Workers of Illinois stat- 
ed: : 

“This meeting is the result of failure by 
the conference committee to agree on a call 
for an interstate conference. When condi- 
tions are considered by the real arbitrators, 
the American people, the miners will not 
be blamed for the dissolution of the inter- 
state conference method of settling our dif- 
ferences.”’ 

President Traer of the Illinois Operators’ 
association, stated: 

“We have got what we wanted—a joint 
meeting. We repudiate the action of the 
joint interstate conference. The lllinbis op- 
erators have never declared against a joint 
interstate conference, but we are not willing 
to enter Into such a conference under con- 
ditions that have existed in the past.“

Fifty-one Girls Now in the Institation 
to Be Placed in Homes. 


The Hunole Industrial School for Girls, 
which has occupied its dilapidated quarters 
in Evanston for more than a fourth of a 
century, bas taken a long contemplated 
step. It will move as soon as the present 


inmates can be disposed of. Fifty-one girls : 


are housed there now. They will be placed 
in homes or other institutions not later than 


March 15. 

Plans have been in progress for some time 
for the establishment in the near future of a 
new home at Park Ridge, where ultimately 
ten or more cartridges will be built, to ac- 
commodate about 300 girla. 

Money for the ineuvguration of this plan 
has been guaranteed, and the Evanston 
property will be sold to swell the necessary 
fund. Architects Holabird and Roche have 
charge of the Park Ridge plans. Some of 
the buildings at least will be ready for o- 
cupancy by early fall. 

Formerly a Soldiers’ Home. 

The building to be vacated is one of the 
oldest In Evanston. It was originally the 
home of old soldiers, — 2 a r 

e years was bo y the school, 
8 — were transferred to Quincy and 
Milwaukee. 

Despite its beautiful location, on the lake 
shore, it has had many disadvantages, and 
the lack of money with which to keep it up, 
coupled with mistakes in the old adminis- 
tration. have reduced it to a rickety looking, 
barn like structure. It has always been 
inadequate in size. 


Heavy Deficit Each Month. 

The removel of the school, which is due 
to financial difficulties in which the authori- 
ties find themselves, is arousing considera- 
ble bitterness and opposition from the old 
directors of the institution who a little more 
than a year ago were forced to vacate in 
favor of younger and more progressive di- 
rectors. 

The new rectors say the school for some 
time has been accumulating a monthly 
deficit of about $500, and recent additions 
to this misforune, in the shape of buret- 
ing boilers and crumbling walis, hurried the 
closing of the school, 

The definite announcement of the early

The hottest stars, for ex- 
ample, are the least/evolved, and the coolest stars are 
the most highly evolved. The hottest stars are com- 
posed of a few gases, about three. In the stars of 
medium temperature these gases become replaced by 
metals; these are called metallic stars. The codlest 
stars are called carbon stars Jn them the gases have 
disappeared almost entirely and the metais are in @ 
more condensed state. 

Beginning with the hottest stars, we find that as 
the temperature decreases, one after another of the 
chemical elements makes its appearance until finally 
they acquire the number that exist in our own sun. 
Now since a star has but few elements when it is hot 
and many when it ie cold, the natural and reasonable 
explanation is that the many have evolved from the few. 

The geologist looking at the layers of the earth's 
crust from the lowermost to the highest finds an ever 
increasing complexity in the remains of life which the 
rocks contain. And the astronomer from an examina- 
tion of the stars from the hottest to the coldest finds 
also an ever increasing complexity in the kinds of mat- 
ter they contain. They both conclude that there has 
been an evolution of simpler forms to more complex. 
Everyday chemistry shows that the temperature finally 
would sink to about the temperature of the earth and 
that by that time the matter would be so complex that 
it would exist in tens of thousands of forms, as it is 
on the earth today. 
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Elements of Life in All Matter. 


Where does life come in? It certainly did not make 
Prof. Duncan 
says that we must look for the element of life in the 
elements of matter and that the potentiality of life 
should exist in every atom. The diologists and geolo- 
gists say that life originated in the sea. If that be the 
case then the constituents of Hving bodies should be 
the constituents of the sea water and the air above it. 

This is the exact state of affairs. The elements con- 
stituting living beings are almost exclusively the ele- 
ments that constitute the sea and the air—oxygen, 
nitrogen, carbon, hydrogen, sodium, potassium, phos- 
phorus, sulphur, calcium, magnesium, iron and silicon. 
And not only #0, for the élements that constitute sea 
water and the substances of our own bodies are the 
first born elements of the hottest stars. 

Otherwise put, more and more do we see that we 
human beings are the last result of a series of changes 
that run back without any sudden break to a time when 
the stare were young. The evolution of plants and 
animals is the k . stage of the evolution of the stars 
and we are all indeed star children. We began too long

Among the millions of stars that stud the skies Sir 
Norman Lockyer has found that while some represent 
a scale of decreasing temperature, others represent 4 
scale of increasing temperature. Some stars are cooling 
off; others are warming up. This is one of the most 
marvelous discoveries of our modern men. While some 
of the stars are growing cooler and more complex, 
while they are evolving, others are growing hotter and 
less complex and are devolving. 

Sir Norman has constructed a table of ten grades of 
evolving stars, beginning with the hottest and simplest 
and ending with the coolest and most complex. He also 
has found himself able to prepare a like table of the 
devolving stars, which begins with the coolest and most 
complex stars and ends with the hottest and simplest. 
The bottom of one table is the top of the other. 

The course of a star's history is in a curve. It 
begins with a nebula. A nebula u a vast warm of 
meteorites colliding together. The meteorites are cold 
lumps of matter containing the chemical elements as 
we know them on the earth. These meteorites are drawn 
to the center of the swarm by the foroe of gravity; 
they cannot but collide, and from the collisions comes 
heat. So the temperature gradually rises. They bom- 
bard and collide until the elements dissociate and finally 
pass away and dissolve into gases and the whole mass 
is converted into an incandescent gas at the highggt 
attainable degree of heat.

This happens when. all the meteorites in the swarm 
have been used up. If there were more meteorites in 
the swarm the bombardment might go on and the mass 
get hotter and simpler still in temperature and in its 
composition. The hottest etars known have three gases 
—hydrogen, helium, and asterfum—the last gas un- 
known on the earth. 

When the meteorites have been exhausted the mass 
begins to cool off. Step by step it grows colder and 


‘more complex until at lest it reaches the state of our 


sun, containing all the elements we find on earth. Then 
eventually it becomes a dark star, extinct and dead, 
like our own earth itself. And the whole mass is like 
a big metgdrite. ~ 

Now if the swarms of complex meteorites pass up 
into the simplicity of the hottest stars and back again 
to the complexity the dark stars and common earth, 
do the dark stars bepome meteorites again and continue 
the process indefin in a circle of change?

Sir Williem 
belleves that he has been able to build up heavier ele- 
mente out of the lighter. The idea in the minds of 
some of these chemists is that whereas the heavies 
elements are constantly decomposing the Mghter ee 
ments are undergoing the reverse procesa, like th 
cooled off hot stars, and absorbing the energy throwk 
off by the decomposing heavy elements and thus them 
selves are being slowly converted into the heavy ele 
ments.

Ir these men are right the universe of matter not 
only is ending energy but K is utilising the spent 
energy to build itself upanew.

Will the World Ever Run Down Like a Clock? Some Say It May. 
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3 Workers Trained 
2 in Trade Schools. 


By John Trainor. 


OME twenty years ago most boys | 
brought their education to an abrupt | 


ending to learn a trade. They either 

went into a factory or hired them- 

selves out to skilled mechanics, and 
worked for two or three years without any 
compensation except board. But this method 
of workers getting instruction in their par- 
ticular line is being substituted by the many 
trade and technical schools in this country 
and in Europe. 

In 1000 there was in the United States 
@ total of 81,482 apprentices and helpers 

“fm sixteen trades. The highest, percentage 
was among machinists, plumbers, and gas 
fitters. Besides the many technical schools, 
factories have schools connected with their 
works where instruction is given to their 
apprentices. 

. „ 
Firmly Rooted in Europe. 

The subject of an apprenticeship may 
de more readily studied in European coun- 
tries, where is it more firmly rooted. 

Formal apprenticeship to crafts does not 
deem to have been customary until about 
the beginning of the fourteenth century, each 
member simply picking up the details of his 
craft as best he could. At this time seven 
years was fixed as the term of apprentice- 
ship necessary before setting up as a master. 
Special attention was peid to the moral and 
technical training of the apprentices, and 
their skill was tested before they were ad- 
mitted into the guilds. 

In modern times the period of service has 
been shortened to two or three years, with 
some wages a part of the time. 

In Germany the relation between practi- 
eal industry and science has been much clos- 
er and more systematic than in most coun- 
tries. The factories often have laboratories 
with corps of regularly employed scientists 
er they pay professors fees to give them the 
benefit of their instruction. The idea pre- 
vails that a man be especially trained for 
his career, whatever it may be. Every Ger- 
man boy is expected to learn a trade; to pick 
up a trade or business is unknown.

The idea of working one's way round the 
principles of industry is dying out in most 
of the skilled trades in France. It still 
exists in many of the outdoor and pbuild- 
ing trades. The French workmen are es- 
pecially efficient as engineers, turners, fitters, 
and draftsamen. They attribute the high ef- 
ficiency of their work to the system of ap- 
Prenticeship as practiced in that country. 
The general term of apprenticeship is three 
* "years, usually from .15 to 18. During this 
time a boy is taught his trade under the care 
of a skilled foreman. The first few months 
are spent in getting used to the different 
kinds of tools. In all of the large towns 
there are technical schoole which serve in- 
stead of apprenticeship. In Paris the best 
achool is the Ecole Diderot. Here they are 
taught metal trades, and joinery, model mak- 
ing, and plumbing. It is called the Ecole 
G Apprentissage. The boys come out finished 
workmen. The tuition is free; boys enter 
by examination. What he makes is used by 
the municipality.

Three Years in England. 

In England apprenticeship is the usual way 
fn which workmen get their training. Until 
the early part of last century seven years 
was the length of service, but it is now re- 
duced to three. They are usually boarded 
tor nothing, as the first year they get no 
pay. and a few shillings after. In London 
there are 150,000 apprentices bound to me- 
chanical employments such as cotton, wool, 

~~ “worsted, silk, and flax. Hundreds learn 
their employments by working in the cotton 
mills of Manchester. But those who wish 
to learn fine spinning go to Bolton. Bolton 
has an excellent technical school in which 

„the local industries are thoroughly taught. 
In Sheffield industries are handed down 
from father to son. It is Still carried on 
from, father to son. 

In Italy there are few industrial schools, 
though many of the handicrafte are taught 
in the schools—it is chiefly through appren- 

~ theeship that Italians become skil¥d work- 
men. The silk and lace factories afford em- 
ployment to many anxious to learn these 
trades. The first year they receive no com- 
» pensation and after that not more than 28 
‘or 50 cents a day. 
In Switzerland operatives undergo their 
epprenticeship either under parental super- 
vision at home or under the eye of the em- 
ployers. Hundreds of boys serve an appren- 
ticeship in watch making and wood carving 
under the eye of their fathers. But there 
are many technical schools and trade schools 
fn connection with factories.

He must be in such touch with his house as 
never to sell a bill of goods whieh his house 
can’t deliver; an after letter trying to ex- 
plain that we are out of that Une alto- 
gether is one of the blackest marks against 
the careless salesman who sold it. 

He must know the men to whom he sells 
and treat with them in unflagging good na- 
ture and tact. To leave a disappointed and 
angered customer behind from any cause isa 
Uteral sowing of dragon's teeth. Bury the 
nonessentials that crop up as possible spurs 
to argument and bring forward their an- 
titheses. a 

Above all, after this equipment in the sales- 
man is assured, he must be a bundle of nerv- 
ous activities that are eternally on the ag- 
gressive and the element of time never must 
be lost to sight. 


. * 
Time Is the Most Important Element. 

Talking with a veteran salesman.the other 
day regarding his experiences of men and 
things, he was inclined to put the element of 
time in the most important place, 

“The average selling campaign of a sea- 
don is short. The salesman may get into a 
town on a 4 o'clock train on a dull afternoon 
and decide that he'll go over to a barber shop 
and get cleaned up; that in a Little whileit will 
be supper time and he’ll be ready for an early 
start the morning. He doesn’t ‘think’ 
he’ll be able get out of town, anyhow. 

“ But before the salesman has reached the 
station he should know just when he can get 
out of that town. In such a case as this late 
arrival it may be that he can get out ofthe 
fown it 60er T o'clock, While the fact is 
that in an hour’s hustling he may discover 
that there is no reason in the world for his 
not going out again on that train. If he 
should wait till morning and an hour's work 
shows him thet there's nothing doing be 
may have to wait there till 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon to get out for the next town on his 
route, losing a Whole day.“ 

How much the element of time figures with 
the active salesman is shown in an experience 
of this old campaigner, who now is directing 
the campaigns of scores of traveling men for 


a great house.

Quick and Profitable Deal. 

He had made a little town in time to get 
supper, bed, and a good sleep and at 8 o’clock 
next morning was interesting the head of the 
one general store in the place. At 10:80 o'clock 
that morning he caught a train out of the 
town after selling $3,200 worth of goods. 

But in the next town up the line he put in 
that afternoon, all the next day, and at 1 
o'clock on the morning of the third day the 
customer was sitting up in ‘a chair in the 
sample room of the little hotel picking 
threads out of a sample of gingham and re- 
calling the time when he could buy better 
gingham “a.durn sight cheaper'n that.“ 
And the customer had bought only §2,000 
worth of goods. It's all in the man—some- 
times in the humor of the man. 

In a general way the public looks upon the 
caller who is selling things as a person 
to dodge if one can. Yet the country mer- 
chant who has one or two good reputable 
salesmen calling upon him regularly in his 
provincial town finds in them a new impetus 
to his business. If he will work them as 
they are willing to be worked, he gets many 
a tip and sidelight upon stocks and methods 


of handling goods.

Beginner Must Pick His Line. 

In this field of the traveling salesman, the 
amateur who would learn the business must 
settle for himself—other things equal— 
whether he be a specialist with one line of 
goods making the large cities only, or 
whether he take to the smaller cities and 
villages with general lines. 

“~The specialist who must carry the special 
line to the city buyer for the great retail store 
may have the hardest of au thé selling propo- 
sitions. The city buyer for such a house 
„may feel hie oats,”’ as the head of a great 
State street store remarked. 

“ ‘The man who sells to the buyer here,“ he 
said, “may find him up on a sort of throne, 
surrounded by satellites. If his lordship isn't 
feeling good he may hand them something ’ 
all around. As I know the city buyer for the 
big stores, I know I wouldn't sell goods to 
him I think I'd take just one punch at him. 
and give up the job.”

„Splitting of Heuse Specialties. 

Two of the high class lines handled for the 
big wholesale house are considered to be 
laces and dress goods. The specialist repre- 
sentative on the road may have only 4 partial 
list of samples ftom either.

Hobos of Death Valley Have Hot Tramp. Sn 


By J. M. Scanland. 


T ie strange that 
“tramps ’’ should 
live on a desert, 
when they can walk out of it! But many 
of them prefer’ this land of desolation 

and furneacelike heat even to the garden 
spots” of California. They visit “‘ civiliza- 
tion only when they are in need of supplies; 
but when these can be had from the mining 
camps they go no farther. 

This is one of the many strange features of 
the Mojave desert—that land of myths and 
mirages, a part of which, Death valley, is 
the hottest place on earth. And tramps are 
found in this valley even in summer, when 
the thermometer is 137 in the shade, and 
there is no shade, This is the highest known 
temperature in the vaHey of death; and per- 
haps in the world. 

These renegade white tramps live with the 
Piute Indians, and are locally known as 
“ Arabs.” Notwithstanting the burning 
Wastes, scarcity of water, discomforts, and 
many dangers from animals, tramps are 
found im all Parts of the desert. Mining 
camps and ranches are distant from each 
other, and the country produces little food 
but these desert tourists find no difficulty in 
getting a living, either by begging or stealing 
They will not work, yet manage to live like 
their brethren ‘in cilivization.

Hard te Sustain Life. 

They are of a different species, merd worth- 
less, if possible, than the other branch of 
their tribe, and are an interesting study in 
that they will suffer thirst, heat, and almost 
death in order to get enough te sustain their 
worthless lives. 

The desert has evolved a curious type of 
humanity seen nowhere else in the world. 
His clothes are usually cast-off garments 
that ‘he has found, begged, or perhaps stolen 
~faded, frayed, and full of holese—and his 
broken shoes usually are wrapped in cloth so 
as to protect his feet from the burning sands. 
He carries a bundle, consisting of provisions 
and a few empty beer bottles. : 

On reaching @ ranch he will make for the 
spring, and after drinking his fill lie down on 
the, shady side of the house and sleep for 
hours, or until he smelis the odors of the 
coming meal. Then he patiently waits for a 
“ handout,” and is off to the next ranch. 

And thus he keeps up his rounds from one 
end of the desert to-the other, with no object 
in view, ne hope for the future—only that 
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; _ Me Tires as the Afternoon Gees By— 


he may live from day to day. At night he 
will sleep in an. alfalfa field, or in a shallow. 
brooklet with his head resting upon a rock 
for a pillow, and he thus can sleep soundly, 
with the thermometer at 110 or 118. 

Arising from his cool bed he fills his beer 
bottles with water, eats his breakfast, and 
again resumes his long tramp; which is 
never to end. He follows the trail, having no 
compass, and knowing little or nothing of 
the country beyond, only that it is thirty 
miles to the next spring, and twice that dis- 
tance to the next ranch. He may reach his 
destination and he may not. |

Die in the Desert Alone. 

Frequently he falls a victim to the beat, 
or thirst, for men have died of thirst, though 
having jars of water in their possession. The 
heat has burned out the spark of Mfe, or 
literally bursts the head open. Skeletons are 
found in the sands and among the rocks 
some victims of thirst, others of the thieving 
tramp in quest of provisions. The desert 
tramp is more desperate than his brother 
of civilization. The flerce climate has brought 
out his brutal nature, and his hand ia against 
any one he meets in this desolate country 
where everything in nature is at war, even 
the elements. 

The sur beats down from a cloudless sky 
on the burning sands, the earth grows hotter 
and hotter each day, the air glows, dances, 
and bakes, gathering heat as it hurries along 
like a blast of flame, and the desert tramp 
picks his way through the hot sand and dust, 
going he knows not where, and with no object 
in view—only to be going. ’ 

According to the experience of mining pros- 
pectors who have traversed the worst parts 
of Death Valley, the desert has a peculiar in- 
fluence upon its dwellers. It turns the brain, 
at least of many, and those who have once 
journeyed across it become fascinated and 
return. It seems to exert an influence which 
never can be overcome; it is even stronger 
than a habit, such as drinking or smoking, 
notwithstanding the hardships.

Prospector More than Half Tramp. 

The prospector is another desert type— 
half mining prospector and half tramp. He 
shuns civilization until his grub stake 
is exhausted, when he returns for another

supply. These grub 
curious study in hu- 
man nature; more so than the ordinary 
desert tramp, for they are shrewd, possess 
some degree of business capacity, and taik 
intelligently, or persuasively. They are in- 
sinvating in manner, sometimes brusque, 
and even ingolent. 

They are unlike the ordinary tramp, who 
has no motive, sees nothing, and does noth- 
ing, and, therefore, finds po excitement. 
The prospector—that is, when he is prospect- 
ing—expects to unearth a rich mine, and, 
therefore, his life is exciting, or at least he 
lives in expectancy and hope. Still, he spends 
his days and nights alone, with no shelter 
against the inclement weather, and little de- 
fense against the venomous reptiles and sav- 
age beasts. 

Unless he finds a mine, his only reward is 
bacon, flour, beans, and coffee, his grub 
‘stake. His home is on the desert—where 
night overtakes him. When he visits civiliza- 
tion it is to get another backer—a “ grub- 
stake” of provisions sufficient to last him 
two or three months, and perhaps another 
burro. This costs about $50. 5

are the easiest. The city man who knows 
it all is more often taken in than the country- 
man, who usually is suspicious of every- 
thing. Thg tramp prospector tells the min-

dications —perhaps it is the long lost Gun- 
site mine or the Breyfogle. | 

Hundreds of mém have gone out to locate 
these lost bonansas and scores of them never 
returned. Yet the story is fascinating, and 
the search continues. Every prospector has 


~ @ new story—it really is the lost mine; all he. 


wants is a grub stake. In most instances 
the tramp prospector has taken the speci- 
men which he exhibits from a mine in one 
of the camps. He has not been near the 
place where either of these lost mines is 
supposed to be. 

When he has received his grub stake he 
returns to the desert and camps in a rocky 
cavern or under a clump of stunted bushes, 
and there remains until his provisions are 
nearly exhausted, when he returns to civili- 
zation in search of another victim and an- 
other grub stake—and with the same story 
of the lost mines. 


Second Hand Man Knows How to Get Coin. 


EEPING a geo- 
ond hand store 
has developed 
into a sort of fine art. The up to date 
second hand man is no longér the tra- 

ditional hooked dose Jéw of the comic post 
card or the cheap joke book. He is a suc- 
cessful American business man, smooth 
shaven, shrewd, talks English without an 
accent, and puffs his cigar with the genuine 
solidity and satisfaction of a man who feels 
secure and satisfied with himself and his 
business. 

While clothing is the principal business of 
such stores, they deal in a good many other 
things, according to the locality. Guns, re- 
volvers, and other hardware articles adorn 
the windows of some of these places, jewelry 
and watches others, while in still other stores 
trunks and suit cases are the display articles. 

„To succeed in the loan bank business, 
said one of those who had succeeded, one 
must be a jack of all trades. One must know 
how to fix up an old suit case and make it 
look like new. One must have an idea of the 
jewelry businéss and be able to examine a 
watch or a diamond. And last, not least; one 
must know something about old clothing.

Haggling Over Price of Coat. 

„The next step is to know how to buy. 
This you can best judge by being in the bus!l- 
ness for some time and after you have tried 
to sell things to others. I have had people 
come to me and ask to see a coat. The 
price marked was 38. The prospective 
buyer looked over the coat from top to bot- 
tom, concerning himself little with the price 
matked. Then, after he found the coat 


satisfactory, he would ask what you intend ' 


to get for the coat. You tell him that you 
will make it 64.50. The man would then 
make the offer of $1.50 without fearing insult 
or surprise on your part. After a few min- 
utes’ bargaining the customer will probably 
carry off the coat for $2.50. 

“This you get for the coat after it is all 
fixed up. So you can imagine what you are 
to pay for the coat when it is brought to 
you, soiled, torn, and with hardly a patch 
of lining. In my own experience I would 
not hesitate to offer 60 cents for even the best 
coat that is brought to me. Of course I may 
give a dollar or even a dollar and a quarter

store man, or the loan bank broker, as he 
calls himself, has in many cases adopted 
the method of the nickel show. He puts a 
“barker” on the street in front of his 
store,

Sure toeBuy if Ycu Get In. 


Once in the store it is hard to get out with- 
out making some purchase. If the price is 
too high the proprietor, who is generally the 
salesman, will in nearly every case take the 
customer's offer for it, unless suspicion has 
taken such a hold on the customer that he 
actually makes such a low offer that the man 
cannot sel: the article in question at such a 
price. If, however, the customer goes out 
without buying anything, he is sure to feel 
the storekeeper’s gaze boring him through, 
until he breathes the fresh air of the street. 
Sometimes when the sales man happens to be 
younger, less experienced, and more fresh 
he will accompany the customer to the door 
with exclamations like Tou are a cheap 
guy,“ or something similar. 

Back of the second hand store there is in 
every case a warehouse and shop where 
things are fixed over. The proprietor of a 
second hand stere usually hires one or two 
men who do the work for him. The most im- 
portant work is of course to fix over old 
clothing. a 

Stil the old time second hand stores ot 
clothing and furniture exist in Chicago. 
Generally these stores are in the hands of 
immigrants and the highest number of them 
is found in the Ghetto district. They have 
no loan banks in connection with them, but 
simply buy and sell second hand articles. 
These smaller second hand men more often 
have a hard time of it and make both ends 
meet with difficulty. The second hand fur-

Entire Suit for 90 Cents, 

On Jefferson street between Twelfth and 
Fourteenth streets the entire neighborhood 
io‘ lined with such second hand stores. Hats 
can be bought from 10 cents up; coats from 
50, and trousers from 35 cents up. If one 
is lucky he is apt to get an entire suit “ as 
good as new,“ with perhaps here and there 
a little patch “which is really not seen, or 
here and there a spot which cannot be 
gotten out, but “which is in such a place 
that people will hardly notice it,“ for 90 cents. 
Here business is done on a purely cash 
basis. The second hand store man buys 
hig clothes and old shoes from the peddler, 
tranefers them to his warehouse and shop 
in the rear, or in the immediate vicinity, and 
there fixes them up and again sells them for 
“strictly cash.“ 

The lot of the men and women back of 
the second hand store who do the fixing up 
and make old garments look like new is sad 
in the extreme. They work for pitirble 
prices and generally are recruited from the 
sweatshop workers. It is no uncommon 
thing to find back of these second hand stores 
an old man weak and with poor eyesight 
seated? bent over a pile of garments, sorting 
them, examining them, and putting them 
inte shape for sale. The most such a worker 
gets is a dollar a day. The dust, however, 
which he eats up day after day generally 
cuts his life short after a few years. 

“This ie the last step on the downward 
road of a sweatshop workers life,“ said an 
old man who was sitting in a semi-dark room 
in an alley between Twelfth and Maxwell 
streets and sewing buttons on a second hand 
coat. His face, beard, and eyebrows were 
all covered with dust. When a man gets 
over the age limit which the shops by a sort 
of mutual tacit agreement have adopted 
there is nothing left for him to do but te 
come to the second hand store man and offer 
to work for him at any price.“

The reason so many per- 
sons are ground down all their lives is be- 
cause they never get so they can do things 
better than the average. 

Now, when @ man or woman comes to me 
for work the first question that suggests 
itself is this: Is there anything about this 
applicant that makes him unusual? Is there 


any special capacity indicated?

Most Applicants Are Commonplace. 

Otten a glance will suffice to determine 
thie question. The majority of applicants are 
hopelessly commonplace. They have made 
no effort to get out of the ranks. They have 
no special ambition. Their only goal is to get 
a job. Indifference and mediocrity are writ- 
ten indelibly in their faces, their clothing, 
their atmosphere. ; 

“If there is any doubt on the subject the 
first few sentences they utter betray them. 
Let me hear a person talk for two minutes 
and I will guarantee to read his character ac- 
curately. 

“This house does not employ anyone who, 
having passed the grammar school stage, has 
not acquired a respectable, command of the 
English language.

Wear Large Masses of False Hair. 


A prominent hairdresser recently said: “Women are 
wearing larger pieces of false hair than ever before, for 
these new sailors need a lot of filling at the side and 
back of the brim. I often make a piece consisting of 
ten puffs, which measures four and @ half inches when 
pulled out, and at the end ten large, fat curls are at- 
taohed.

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Wulle many of the fashionable garments 
ef all kinds are so intricate, elaborate, and 
difficult to make, unless one is an experienced 
modiste, there always are modifications 
of these same fashions which make it pos- 
sible for many women to do their own sew- 
ing and that of their children, and still be 
well dressed and up to date. 

The new skirts are tight, and draperies 
are dificult of adjustment, but there also 
are the less extreme styles, and one useful 
and good looking dress shown with this ar- 
ticle has a skirt which is close fitting over 
the waist and hips and sracefully full around 
the feet. It is a plain circular skirt, made 
with a slight train and having a double 
box plait in the middle of the back. 

The trimming is put on in a novel way, 
and of course simulates an overdress in out- 
line. The material used is a blue nun’s veil- 
ing and the skirt is made up without any 
lining. The trimming is a fold of the mate- 
rial cut on the bias and made double, and is 
trimmed with rows of the narrowest sou- 
tache braid in black. Where the fold stitches 
to the skirt is covered by the braid, sev- 
eral rows being put on the skirt also. 

This fold will be difficult to make, as the 
material is so soft it will stretch and twist 
easily. The work all should be done as 
much as possible on a table and not in the 
lap. Cut the meterial on a true bias, jofn 
the seams, which will be on the selvage of 
the goods, and press open fiat. In doing 
this part of the work the strip must be kept 
up on the machine or ironing board, for if 
it hangs over on the floor it surely will be 
atretched. 

n the seame are pressed open it will 
be a good plan to line the fold with one thick- 
ness of sleeve organdie, which is on the or- 
éér of crinoline, only much softer and finer. 
This will give the fold the needed body.“ 
The fold is then made up, being particular 
to turn it in at the top so-ft will measure 
‘exactly the same width everywhere, and then 
put the braid on, after which it should be 
pressed on the wrong side, on several thick- 
messes of flannel. The bottom of the skirt 
as a finish has the same number of rows 
of the narrow braid as there are on the bot- 
tom of the fold. 

The waist will be more satisfactory if a 
lining is used. This can be made of per 
caline, a good quality being sold for 18 cents 
@ yard, and two yards will be enough. Cut 
N out from a plain shirt waist pattern, to 
fasten in the back, mark off the line for the 
yoke, both back and front, and, if possible, 
use something which is in the house. The 

e. material should be put on the lin- 

„ after which the lining is cut away, 
then th@ body part of the waist is cut out 
and adjusted. The neck is finished with a 
tiny piping of black satin, also the edge of 
the plait déwn each side of the front and 
back.

@ the puff to this line, having the seam 
come to the sleeve seam and the middle back 
at the fold of the sleeve, beste and backstitch 
to the sleeve by hand, then turn the puff 
up the way it belongs. The puff part should 
be basted into the armhole of the waist first, 
and stitched across the top where the gath- 
ers come; then baste the lining in and stitch 
the sleeve in all the way around.

A beautiful new design for a fancy waist 
is given. This waist was made of lousine silk 
in a pale green. It fastens in front under 
the box plait, and, while it is quite elaborate 
looking, is not especially difficult to make: 
the back has plaits coming from the shoul- 
der, like those on the front, but drawn well 
down, so they fit with perfect smoothness. 

In the front the left side is finished with 
an inch wide hem, and the box plait is laid on 
the right side of the waist. Of course, plaits 
and box plait are all perfectly laid before 
the waist is cut out. After the seams are 


finished the collar can be cut, made, and put 


on. This should have one thickness of the 
softest tailor canvas to hold it In place. 

The edge of the collar has a quarter inch 
width of filet-insertion laid over the edge 
and applied perfectly flat, and above this is 
the narrowest possible gold and black sou- 
tache braid. | 

The sleeves are made with a white tat- 
feta foundation, over which a plain net js 
put. To this net is applied one bias strip an 
inch wide of the green silk, and coming ove- 
the edge on both sides are strips of filet in- 
sertion. The band carries out this same 
general idea. Above the lace part of the 


sleeve are four narrow bias ruffles of the. 


green silk. This makes a beautiful and 
most cheery looking sleeve. 

The little neck piece is of the white silk 
covered by a piece of filet lace, showing four 
tiny buttons down the middle. The finish at 
the top of the standing collar matches that 
on the edge of the turn over collar. A plain, 
fitted girdle finishes the waist at the bottom. 
The materials for this waist should not come 
above $6.

An attractive house dress for an elderly 
woman can be made of one of the lovely 
challis in shades of lavender, cutting the 
skirt by a nine gored pattern, but allowing 
sufficient fullness on each gore so that small 
hip tucks can be put in. This is becoming 
where the material is so light and thin. 
These tucks should begin either side of the 
front gore and continue right “around the 
skirt. The skirt either may touch the floor 
all the way around, or have a slight train, 
and a pretty trimming will be three rows of 
a deep violet ribbon put on like the illus- 
tration.

The training of the servant gir! ie the 
greatest stumbling block to the solution of 
the domestic problem. There are today prac- 
tically no schocls where the immigrant girl 
can learn American housekeeping immedi- 
ately upon her arrival. Were such schools 
to be established the question of supportig 
these girls during the period of training 
would arise. 

On the other hand. where the domestic gets 
her training in a private family, as most 
immigrant servant girls do today, there are 
some troublesome points to be settled. The 


first of these is what remuneration the girl ‘ 


should get during the four or even six months 
of her apprenticeship. The second is what 
the guarantee of the mistress should be thag 
the servant will not leave as soon ag she has 
learned enough about American housekeep- 
ing to become a W 8 


Leave Job When They Learn. 


One of the chief complaints of mistresses 
is that after they spend six months on & 
„green girl in an effort to make a toler- 
able domestic out of her the girl leaves that 
mistress for some other one who offers. her 
higher wages. 

It is most disappointing,” seid a mistress 
on the south side, “to spend a Freat deal 
of your time trying to teach a girl who does 
not understand even your language, and 
then, just as she becomes of any use, and 
you expect to be through with that bother 
of looking for a servant, to find that the 
girl left you without giving you even a day’s 
notice. I have gone through that experi- 
ence twice. The last time the girl had been 
in my employ about six months and learned 
everything wonderfully well. 

Just then, however, a friend came to visit 
her and told her of a place next to her own 


‘employer's house where a servant was 


wanted. She wanted to be near her friend 
and nothing would change her mind. While 
there is some sentiment in this girl's want- 
ing to go to another place to work, other 
domestics simply will take advantage of 
you. The minute they feel that they are ca- 
pable in the management of a kitchen and 
house they will leave, even if they have no 
grounds to doso. They simply like to change 
places and be able to call themselves ex-

Girl Should Have More Wages. 


A member of the immigration committee 
of the Woman’s Trade Union League of Chi- 
cago had different ideas on this desire of the 
girl to change places as soon as she becomes 
experienced. 

The untrained servant girl,“ the woman 
said, ‘“‘as a rule if paid only about a dollar 
and a half a week. Her board does not 
amount to much. Yet it is figured at a high 
price and the cash remuneration which she 
gets for the four or even six months during 
which she is being trained ts pitifully small.

The board and lodging 
which she gets among her own people for 
a week is to her much more satisfactory 
than what her mistress can offer her in that 
Une in addition to the dollar and dollar and 
a half a week. 

“We cannot expect to make any headway 
in the solution of the domestic problem until 
we put domestic work on a more definite 
basis. The mistress must realize that the 
servant girl came to this country to better 
her condition financially, and she will do so 
in spite of al arguments. The mistresses 
will have to pay higher wages, In fact. I 
would go so far as to say that any mistress 
that trains an immigrant girl to do domestic 
work m do so with motives other than 
selfish. She must be doing it as much for 
the country at large ab for her own benefit. 
The tmmigrant girl, like the immigrant 
man, must be trained, and it is the duty 

of us all to help * 1 1 


Pensior Girls While SOT 


Among the means for the solution of this 
training problem the, most important sug- 
gestion Offered is the establishment of schools 
of domestic science where girls who wish tb 
become domestics could learn to do house.

Over there they are having 
weather that makes our recent feeble 
attempt at a blizzard look like @ spring 
zephyr. : . 

It has Deen cold in St. Petersburg—colder, they 
say, than for 200 years. Nobody knows how many 
degrees below zero it has been, for apparently the 
thermometers all were put out of business. 

It was so cold over there that the people thought 
that the end of the world was coming. The earth had 
been deluged once and now it was to be frozen, said 
the superstitious ones, instead of being destroyed by 
re. 

It was so cold that the railroad trains froze to 
the tracks in Siberia. For days at a time cars were 
not able to run. They were not snowbound, as they 
sometimes are in this country, but literally frozen ts 
a standstill. 

It was so cold that the milk froze in the cans, and 
the Finnish women who run the milk carts in St. 
Petersburg found themselves unable to deliver supplies. 
So cold that cannons burst when they Were discharged; 
so cold that the actors were frozen away from the 
theaters and the regular performanees not given.

Many a breakfast table and nursery of St. Peters- 
burg have been made to realize in unpleasant ways the 
meaning of the intense frost that held all Russia in its 
icy grip. All the milk used in the capital comes from 
the country and most of it from Finland. Every morn- 
ing at 5 o’clock the sturdy, hardy Finnish women ar- 
rive with their carts filled with tin cans and begin 
their rounds among their customers. The other day 
they found the milk frozen in the vessels, and nothing 
they could do in the streets availed to get if out again. 
They hammered and prodded and shook the tins, but 
all to no purpose. 

As the same mishap befell them all, they did sot 
run the risk on the following day, but staid at home. 
When they next came their frozen milk was refused. 
Meanwhile there was quite a run on the permanent 
milk shops in town, where the beverage is much dearer 
and thinner and bluer, though, loath to say, Russian 
or even Finnish milk is never thick at the best of 
times and places. ‘

Nearly every Italian who has acquired a little prop- 
erty lives in constant agony. He either has received 
or expects to receive a note signed by the weird 
‘Black Hand’ telling fim to deposit some money 
behind a barn or in an alley at the peril of his life or 
the lives of his wife and children. 

“Many families in the Italian districts have been 
yuined by these threats. In addition to the wrecking 
of their nerves they have sold all their possessions 
and given the money to these brigands. The Black 
Hand’ has surrounded the twelve Italian settlements 
into which the $0,000 Italians in Chicago are divided 
with a network of thugs, who have/not the courage 
of the American robber, and do not commit a daring 
holdup or a burglary, but who terrorize the Italian 
population with their letters and threats.”

Few Complaints Made to the Police. 

Another Itallan, a member of the newly organised 
* White Hand society, says: 

“Up to two months ago we did not know the ex- 
tent to which the Italian people were victimized by 
these blackmailérs. The letters which each one re- 
teived signed by the ‘Black Hand always wound up 
with a warning not to show them to the police, as 
this would be punished by a most horrible death. 
About the end of November of last year, however, 
the ‘White Hand’ society was organized to war upon 
the ‘Black Hand’ until it is exterminated, and began 
its work by encouraging every Italian to show the 
threatening letters he had received. As 4 result we 
have been able to get an insight into some of the 
methods of operation of the ‘Black Hand gang. We 
also have been corresponding with leading Italians 
in every large city in the country, and everywhere 
branches of the ‘White Hand’ will be established to 
carry on a systematic and codperative war against 
the ‘Black Hand.” Just a few days ago a White 
Hand’ society was organised in New York.” 

From the information gained it appears that the 
“Black Hand” has branches in every large city of 
the United States, notably in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Baltimore, Seattle, and San Francisco. 
Hitherto the Black Hand was supposed to be at 
its strongest in New York. In the last few months, 
however, Italians in Chicago have come to the con- 
clusion that the gangs of blackmailers are as numer- 
ous, if not more numerous, in Chicago than in New 
York.

Members Were Criminals in Italy. 

The membership of the Black Hand consists 
largely of criminals who have escaped from Italy. 
Upon coming to America they have begun their 
careers of crime anew here and have done so more 
successfully because of the ease with which they 
can go here from place to place. By changing their 
names they remove all fear of being recognized or 
caught by the police. 

Many of them show their murderous Jesigns in 
their looks. Their small dancing eyes, which seem 
to spit fire, suggest the possibility of a stiletto flash 
through the air. Still, some of the most daring des- 
peradoes would pass for the most gentlemanly men. 
Many of them, too, have considerable education ard 
great skill in hiding all traces of suspicion when it 
comes to a police investigation. These educated mem- 
bers of the organization usually are among the 
leaders. 

In Chicago these desperadoes are scattered every- 
where. The numerous alleys and courts, shanties, and 
tenements in the Italian district on the west and south 
sides and in “Little Hell” on the North Side are 
favorable places for these men to live unnoticed by 
their fellow countrymen and the police. They have in 
these neighborhoods resorts where they meet to lay 
plans for blackmailing and assassinating their coun- 
trymen. These joints in nearly every case are saloons.

How the Black Hand Proceeds. 

A member of the “ White Hand” thus illustrates 
the procedure of the “ Black Hand” and the horrors and 
torments of its victims: 

Mr. X. is a business man living in the heart of an 
Italian colony in Chicago. He has a wife and five 
children. He is believed to have some money. If he 
has not got it in cash he has it in his business or can 
raise it. The “Black Hand” sends him a notice tell- 
ing him that “every mouth must eat and Jemanding 
that he provide for this necessity of “every mouth 
by depositing $500 at a certain place. If he does not 
comply a member of his family will suffer. 

Mr. X. becomes uneasy. He tells his wife and chil- 
dren that they must be careful and not go out after 
dark. *

Member of Band Approaches Victim. 


Just then an individual appears in his place of 
business or more often hangs about the saloon where 
Mr. X. goes in at noon. He makes friends with Mr.

“There are hundreds of men in Chicago who be- 
long to these gangs,” sald a prominent [Italian phy- 


“With many of these men this simply is a 
sort of a bravado. With others it is a business. It 
is their trade. Still others are dragged into these 
bands innocently. Many a young man who would like 
to get away from them cannot do it after he once has 
become a party to their crimes. He must stick to 
them, die with them, go to prison with them, or else 
be stabbed or shot down by them. 

“The Italian population of Chicago at large is a 
hard working, law abiding element. These assassins 
are the dregs of Italian society. Many of them have 
criminal records from the old country. The Italians 
would do anything to rid themselves from this ele- 
ment. But they are powerless. 

“In Italy men of the type that come under suspi- 
cion as Black Hand extortioners and have once been 
arrested would be placed under police surveillance 
for several years,-and would not be ellowed to go out 
of their houses t+ tore sunrise and after sunset. Here 
they are parading the streets and casting a shadow 
of death over 80,000 Italians in Chicago. If they are 
left unchecked they soon will become a menace act 
only to Italians but to Americans as well. The Ital- 
lans of Chicago, as well as from every other city, are 
willing to go to the utmost sacrifices, financially ard 
morally, to rid this country of these vermin.”

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Alessandro Mastro-Valerio, editor of La Tribuna 
Italiana and a resident of Hull house, who has been 
leading a continued fight against the “ Black Hand,” 
had some decided views on that subject. 

“We now are reaping what we have been sowing 
for more than eight years,“ Mr. Mastro-Valerio said. 
“The Black Hand first began to trouble Italians in 
this city eight years ago. They would extort a few 
dollars from poor people under threats of violence. 
Later this developed into a higher form of brigandage. 
The business men of the Italian districts were ap- 
proached. They generally paid what was asked of 
them, and if they failed to pay were assassinated, and 
with this the matter ended. The Italians who could 
do things, the rich ‘and influential Italians, did not 
think of banding together for the purpose of stamping 
out these bands of lawless men. I continually pointed 
out the dire consequences which would result from 
letting this sort of thing grow up in the Italian dis- 
tricts. But they stuck to the policy of ‘let well 
enough alone.’ They were glad that they were not 
molested. Now the thing which I predicted years ago 
happened. The bands of criminals who travel under 
the name of ‘Black Hand have become more daring 
and attack the rich as well as the middle classes. 
Now they have been aroused to action. 

“This fe of blackmail has become a trade with 
numerous Italians. It is their only means of making 
a living. While we hope-to be able to exterminate 
them, we are aware that this will be more difficult 
now than it would have been eight years ago, when

ponies, little fellows, but quite sturdy animals. One 
time we went up to Baguio. You go part way by rail- 
way and the rest of the way on horsebadk up a steep 
hill, and when you get up on top there is a magnificent 
view.

Didn't Go to School at Manila. 

While we were in Manila mother wanted mie to go%o 
school, but I didn't, not because I didn’t want to keep 
up my studies, but because there one has to get up at 
6 in the morning, have breakfast at 7. and then go to 
school at 8—and that makes a long day. You see 
that on the steamer going over and on the Transsi- 
berian railway returning, I did a lot of reading and 
studying, so I thought if mother would postpone my 
studying till I returned to America it would be all 
right. And so me consented. After we returned t 
Manila 1 rode all over the place and saw many in- 
teresting sights and. things. I think the Filipinos 
are a clever, keen people. We certainly had a fine time 
there. 

And when we started on the ship Rainbow for Viadi- 
vostok I saw the most wonderful thing. We passed 
one part of the islands about forty miles away from 
land and I clearly saw a mountain peak that was twen- 
ty miles inland. Just think of that; I didn’t know one 
could see so far from the low deck of a ship. Nothing 
new happened on the trip except we had, a bad storm 
and our stateroom was right over the propeller! 

I slept in a hammock that was the regular hospi- 
tal kind, with the ends and side turned up and a board 
inside over which a mattress was placed, and was aw- 
fully comfortable. 

There was a minstrel show on board gotten up by 
the sailors for the officers and there were some good 
jokes. The “buck and wing” dancing was perfectly 
fine and the whole show was most creditable to the 
men. On the boat was a man called by way of a nick- 
name “Dr. Medico,” and he had@ crisp and curly hair— 
and it was short, too. .

A lot of the performers were dressed up in span- 
gled suits and one in the center was called the inter- 
locutor “ and they all asked him questions, One of them 
was, “Say, Mr. Interlocutor, are you any good picking 
locks?”

Now there are many towns that 
you cannot see from the railway and you stop at a sta- 
tion and because the town is so far away you don't see 
it. Well, after eleven days we reached Moscow and 
started for the hotel.

And just here I wasn't really arrested, but just kind 
of hustled along. It was just this way. When we came 
out of the station there were lines of police to keep 
back the crowd and as we walked along through I ran 
ahead to speak to my mother and then dropped back.

—he really and truly loves his army. 

There were swords and armor and all sorts of an- 
cient things and an old flint lock gun about nine feet 
tall, and in another room were the crowns of the vari- 
ous emperors and empresses. And we saw the places 
where the czars were buried in the churches: the next 
day I staid at home and mamma went out and got

*“Secrets’’ in Rosmersholm?“ 

In the first place, if Rosmersholm suc- 
cessfully hides a secret that is necessary to 
its proper understanding by its audiences, it 
is not a good play. It was written to de 
acted, and the drama that cannot be acted 
and in its natural expression disclose all 
that its author intended should be disclosed 
and all that is necessary to its complete 
understanding is not good drama. And that 
Ibsen was a master dramatist was the first 
claim made for him. 

It is quite probable that the reason the 
best brains of the best critics have been 
unequal to the discovery of the “ secret” 
in “ Rosmersholm is due to the fact that 
there isn't any secret. It is much more 
helpful and reasonable to believe so, any- 
way, seeing that the only person capable of 
settling the question is dead. There cer- 


that her own confession and the n 
of Dr. Kroll can be said to do is to urge her 
to acknowledge herself a failure and pre- 
pare to leave Rosmer and Rosmersholm. 
It is he who suggests the suicide. He vir- 
tually taunts her with being too cowardly 
to follow Beata, the wife whom she drove 
to suicide. He has lost his faith, he tells 
her+in the world, in himself, in her. But 
if she is brave enough to die he will regain 
it. And she gladly accepts the test. Then 
it ie that he, also convinced of his own 
failure, of his own unfitness for the position 
of leader and preceptor among the noble 
freemen of the future, agrees to accompany 
her. 

The double suicide as a result of the dis- 
closures concerning the moral rottenness 
of the woman's past would become a tragedy 
of expediency, not one of explation or self- 
immolation. Rebecca West was, above 
everything else, true to hérself—that much 
should be borne always in mind. She be- 
lieved she had a mission. She believed Rose- 
mer could help her in the furtherance of 
that mission. She deliberately cleared the 
way for him by prompting his wife to sul- 
cide. She overcame the purely physical 
love she had for him and supplanted it with 
the higher love that was the outgrowth of 
her continued  self-advancement. And 
when she realized that she had falled, that In 
freeing Rosmer from the fetters of the living 
she had fastened upon him the claims of 
‘the dead, she gave up.

Children’s Remarkable Singing. 

The Apollo club on Monday and Tuesday 
was exceptionally fortunate. Mr. Wild is a 
man who when he sets his hand to a piece of 
work never turns back—in fact, obstacles 
seem but to increase and intensify his ardor. 
His long experience as a trainer of boy voices 
in his church and choir work served him ex- 
cellently in the present instance, and he suo- 
ceeded in bringing the 150 boys and girls to a 
point of reliability and accuracy where they 
could be depended upon absolutely to do all 
that was demanded of them. They sang the 
choruses without a falter, never hesitating 
an instant on any of the entrances—and 
some of them are extremely trying and per- 
plexing—and never deviating even the slight- 
est from verities of pitch or from clearness 
and cleanness in phrasing. 

It really was a remarkable achievement, 
and much of the success of tht two perform- 
ances is due to the children and the manner 
in which they did their work. Especially 
admirable were the results obtained by Mr. 
Wild in the children’s singing of the antiph- 
onal choruses in the second part of the 
legend.“ Here two divisions of the chorus 
placed behind the stage are supposed to 
represent the little crusaders located in 
different parts of tht plain through which 
they are marching. They call to each other, 
and answer with certain phrases of song, 
while others near at hand take up similar 
melodies and have them repeated by their 
comrades. By placing the boys of his chorus 
on one side and the giris on the other Mr. 
Wild was able to get not only the contrasts 
that lie In having some of the singers far 
away, and others close at hand, but the stil] 
further contrast that exists between the 
voice of boys and of girls. This effect is not 
contemplated by the composer—at least 
there is no indication of it in the printed 
score—but it unquestionably is a wholly 
justifiable and entirely desirable one. Cer- 
tainly it added to the impressiveness of the 
performance on Monday and Tuesday. 

For the work of the Apollos, as for that 
of the children, only sincerest and highest 
praise is in order.

In it 
is some of W. B. Yeats’ life of Irish stage~- 
eraft. Yeats is the Irish National company, 
and it is he. Several clever amateur actors, 
Dublin disciples of Yeats, who perform his 

plays occasionally at home, are here with 
— and three of them make a beginning 
with A Pot of Broth“ in the same bill with 
a current comedy. Most of Yeats’ writings 
are folklore, but this is a plain, short but 
éxplicit half-hour sketch of an Irish tramp 
in Ireland. He is a cunning fellow who un- 
wiakes to get a pot of broth from Sibby 

neely, a very stingy peasant. 
“This is a talisman,’ he says, showing a 
stone picked up from the roadway;

Let me halt before getting into Shaks- 
pearean criticism; but I will tell you some- 
thing that maybe you don’t know, and that 
I have never seen in print. Neither Booth 
nor Irving believed in the quality of racial 
and religious dignity which both gave to 
Shylock. They admitted that “ the Jew 
that Shakspeare drew,“ to use the conmimon 
2 faithfully reproduced from the 

am avaricious, malicious, venge- 
ful, murderous fiend; that his author never 
meant him to be taken in earnest as a repre- 
sentative Jew, but as an embodiment of evil 
propensities no commoner among Israelites 
than other peoples; that his presence in a 
comedy, not a tragedy, indicates that he was 
designed to be an exaggeration running 
toward caricature, and that nothing in the 
wording really warrants the efforts of actors 
to dignify him as an exponent of Judalam. 

Booth and Irving, however, were not 
Iconoclasts, but tactful builders on sure 
bases; and while Booth no doubt followed 
his father’s example in that as in other roles, 
I don't doubt that the ever politic Irving took 
into account the large Jewish element in 
London in deciding to stil! more exalt Shy- 
lotk instead .of degrading him. Yet in 
Booth's and Irving’s opinions, based on the 
text, Shylock should no more be construed 
as a typical Jew than Macbeth as a Scot or 
Iago an Italian—or, I may add pertinently, 
in view of the Yeats protest for Erin, the 
Stage baboon bogtrotter as an excusable 
travesty of the native Irishman. 

ae 

But I am neglecting Olga Nethersole’s 
renewal of “ Adrienne Lecouvreur,” which 
is the first that New York has seen of it 
in about twenty years. Augustin Daly had 
prepared a version and hoped that Ada 
Rehan would triumph in it, .when death 
ended his and her activities in stage life 
simultaneously. In all probability he would 
have given it in English. with high esteem 
for Scribe and Legouvé, and in harmony 
with the traditions of the Comédie Fran- 
caise. The English form that Nethersole 
uses is partly of her own extension. as it 
runs from 8 o'clock to 11:45 in tedious pro- 
lixity. 

How sad it is that personal beauty, in at 
least a fair degree, is essential in the make- 
up of a greatly successful player. Just as 
Skinner’s lack of the physical aspect of 
Edwin Booth has prevented him, with all 
his skill of voice, from presenting a Booth- 
lan Hamlet, so does Miss Nethersole’s un- 
comely maturity prevent her, with all her 
technical. ability, from recommending 
Adrienne to us. We who are old enough 
recall. beauteous Adelaide Neilson, Jane 
Hading, Fannie Davenport, and Lily Lang- 
try, and the once pleasantly sightly Sarah 


Ber and Clara Morris, in the role of 
that_Adr actress of the Comédie Fran- 
cdise, entrancing loveliness was the 


motive of the drama’s action, while sitting 
in front of Miss Nethersole’s slow, heavy 
and unattractive personation. Tie is a 
talented actress, but has taught the public 
to expect something livelier and racier from 
her than a Scribe and Legouvé comedy al- 
most four hours long. 
— 


All the time isn’t spent in prolixity of talk, 
however; quite as much is given by the ac- 
tress to slowly elaborate movement. Her 
death from the deadly scent of a poisoned 
bouquet is a prolongation of mortal agony 
seldom exceeded in mimicry. No poison 
deadly enough to kill by being smelt would 
fail to end Life instantly, likea drop of cyanide 
on the tongue, yet so unreal was Scribe and 
Legouvé's fabric that sufficient language was 
given to Adrienne to occupy at least seven 
minutes between her first breath of the 
drugged flowers and her last breath of life. 

Nethersole, by adding words and spacing 
them apart, extends the waiting spell to 
twelve minutes before the final writhings 
and clutchings, ejaculations and gurgula- 
tions; and I can tell you exactly how long 
they lasted. You see, I have been timing 
“soul kisses“ in the three waltz plays lately, 
and so when Olga Nethersole, herself fa- 
mous for the duration of her Carmen kiss, 
really began to die I took out my watch and 
timed her demise. 

A few seconds less than three minutes; and 
that is a long while to watch a dreadful sim- 
ulation of human agony for amusement.

She is 
a real individual and a potent one in 
theatrical circles, where she has taken the 
place of the bald headed man, whom, by the 
way, she does not resemble, as her head is 
noticeable for its beautifully adjusted waves 
and puffs. She does resemblé him in one 
thing| though—im the fact that she is forty, 


often fat, and almost invariably prosperous 
looking. 


it is from the first and last of these char- 
acteristics that she has been able to pre- 
empt the front row to the serious rivalry 
of the budding matinée gir) in the afternoon 
and of the one time bachelor in the evening. 
fhe “ front row girl” of forty and up—for 
there does not seem to be any age limit— 
scores both of them one better in the pur- 
suit of her favorite pastime, for she has the 
free run of both afternoon and evening to 
devote to her favorite pastime. 

The front row is filled with middie aged 
women and the young girls they take with 
them,“ said a theatrical manager, and this 
condition of affairs exists just the same in 
the evening as it does at the matinée. There 
is only a sprinkling of men in the front row 
any more even at night.” ‘

These patrons are among the best of the 
ellentele of the manager’s and he keeps seats 
waiting on their telephone call up to the last 
hour ot their favorite performances. As a 
rule the front row woman is a “ lady bounti- 
ful,” who takes a young friend with her—one 
who rivals herself in richly embroidered 
waists and costly combs and chains. It is 
this class of matron and maid together who 
are more than any others responsible for the 
dazzling show effect which firat strikes 
the eye of the observer who gets toward the 
frunt of a matinée audience. 

“If you are going to sit in the front row,”’ 
said a Chicago gir! to a friend the other day, 
“you may meet the Bankses, whom I haye 
wanted you to know solong. I just left them 
and heard them say that they were going if 
they could get front seats. They generally 
sit in 16, 17, and 18, but it was so late when 
they telephoned that they were afraid they 
would be separated and stowed in anywhere.

The coupon of the friend calling for 
“15 she looked at the gray haired woman 
and the young girl occupying 16 and 17,” 
with curiosity. Well groomed and beauti- 
fully dressed, a pretty woman of 55—eurely 
this was Mrs. Banks and her daughter.

The estimate of the state board may 
be too high, but it is certain that if an 
effort were made it could get a respectable 
revenue from a source whith now yields 
next to nothing. But the legislature paid 
no attention to the recommendation, al- 
though it was one that ought to have 
appealed to the business members of that 
body. Nor is there anything harsh or un- 
reasonable in the suggestion that those 
who are bound by law, when able, to 
contribute to the support of inmates of 
state institutions shall be made to do so. 

It is not too late for the general as- 
sembly to act on the recommendation of 
the state board and provide additiona!

DISREPUTABLE AGENCIES. 


the prosecution of the head of a matri- 
monial bureau are interesting. The seek- 
er for an affinity or soul mate was play- 
ing a losing game. The eager party, 
whether lonesome man or lovelorn woman, 
had little chance for happiness. Stock 
pictures of attractive widows with nice 
income or of prosperous farmers wanting 
housekeepers have rendered service in 
many negotiations. - 

The shréwd sleviths in the pay of the 
United States postal inspectors have dis- 
covered that several matrimonial agencies 
in Chicago used the same printed matter 
and the same pleasing photographs. Fur- 
thermore, there are indications that sim- 
ilar concerns in different parts of the 
country have had a common control much 
after the familiar style of the trust. At 
best a suspicious business, the matrimo- 
nial bureau is shown clearly as the worst 
kind of a fraud upon the simple folks who 
abound everywhere. Barnum’s favorite 
maxim, “The people like to be hum- 
bugged,” finds fresh illustration every day. 

Chicago is anxious to become known as 
a great central market. But it can well 
afford to spare some of the business enter- 
prises which seem to flourish despite the 
constant watchfulness of the postoffice 
department. Among the worst of these 
frauds the matrimonial agency * 
takes precedence. 

The disreputable theatrical agency is a 
close second. Its dupes ordinarily are 
younger than those who seek matrimonial 
alliances through the assistance of a cor- 
respondence bureau. The most of them 
are girls who are stagestruck. The pos- 
sibility of becoming footlight favorites 
appeals strongly to thousands. Some of 
them are fortunate enough to find open- 


channels. A business in which so much 
capital is invested as is used in the the- 
atrical line naturally furnishes oppor- 
tunity for talented men and women in 
large numbers. That agencies should be 
established is not surprising. There is 
a proper field for their activity. 

Against the legitimate agency of this 
type nothing can be said. It is dis- 
reputable ones which must be eleanechout. 
They. hold out alluring offers to young 
girls, who too frequently find the splendid 
opportunity the doorway to ruin. Hoping 
to secure positions in some good company, 
they are sent to places of infamy or to 
disreputable theaters where the tempta- 
tions come almost in the form of compul- 
sion to evil. If personal character is 
strong the intended victimg may get out 
of the trap in time. In many instances 
the awakening comes too late and other 
names are added to the long list of “ white 
slaves.” 

The disreputable agencies should be 
hunted down and destroyed. Every man 
or woman found engaged in misleading 
people should be punished severely. A 
few penalties properly placed would be 
effective in reducing an evil which is too 
frequently brought to public notice 
through the complaints of those who have 
been victimized. 


THE PARK GATEWAY. 

The plan proposed for the improvement 
of the entrance to Grand boulevard is an 
attractive one. That stretch of roadway 
and park from Thirty-fifth street to Fifty- 
first is already one of the great drives of 
the world. Its possibilities for the future 
are many. It is the main gateway from 
the city side to the heart of the south 
park system. In the summer time par- 
ticularly it prepares the visitor for the 
beauty of the scene which spreads out be- 
fore him when Washington park is 
reached. : . 

At the park entrance at the south end 
of the boulevard a fine statue of Wash- 
ington thas been erected. It stands in e 
commanding position in the center of the 
road. It. makes an easy division for the 
travel which on fine days moves long in 
an almost unending procession. Im an ap- 
propriate manner it indicates the name of 


the park. Even without such an embel- 


lishmerit the boulevard was attractive be- 
cause of the opening vistas of the great 
pleasure ground just beyond. 

The north end of the drive has long 
needed attention. It has been unworthy 
when the grand plan beginning there has 
been considered. The citizen on pleasure 
bent has found himself well along in the 
boulevard before he has realized the fact. 
There has been nothing striking to meet 
the eye as a proper portal to such a park 
system as that on ſthe south aide of the 
city is. 

The suggestion for remedying this de- 
fect has two things in its favor. It will 
be a step toward the completion of a 
steadily growing scheme for the beautify- 
ing of Chicago on a seale unequaled any- 
where in the world. It will furnish, also, 
a splendid setting for an artistic concep-

If these promises are kept the public 
will be benefited. But as to other sug- 
gestions made by a traction expert after 
examination of frequent complaints no 
promises are made. They are the obvious 
ones which every patron feels like making 
day after day. They are the ones which 
most closely affect the comfort and con- 
tentment of those who travel in the cars. 
They might be heeded without the incur- 
ring of any great expense. A wise man- 
agement might be expected to follow them 
first of all in the search for that popular- 
ity which will attract the nickels of a 
satisfied constituency. 

The stations are not kept clean. The 
platforms are dirty. The smoking cars 
and the other parts of the train show 
need of broom and scrubbing brush. The 
lights are poor and not turned on early 
enough. The employés are discourteous 
to passengers. The guards spend too 
much time talking with motormen, a 
dangerous practice. The cars are not suf- 
ficiently heated. There are not enough 
local trains on some lines where they 
might easily be added. 

These complaints have been made to 
the officials through the traction expert. 
They have often found expression by reg- 
ular patrons. They have been so fre- 
quently noticed that these patrons have 
organized to make their power felt. Their 
representatives have met with scant cour- 
tesy at times from the company officials. 
When such conditions exist it is pretty 
good evidence of a state of things which 
needs careful attention. 

The promises of the president of the 
company offer some encouragement for 
the future. The patrons will rejoice in 
small favors granted to them. They will 
be ready to respond heartily to the man- 
fested good will of the officials when it ts 
shown in further improvements in the 
little things which go far toward deter- 
mining the satisfaction of the individual 
with the transportation system most con- 
venient for him to use between his home 
and his daily work. 


ENCOURAGING GOOD SPELLING. 

The most severe criticism which has 
been passed on modern American educa- 
tional methods Js contained in the will of 
a former resident of Massachusetts. It is 
by deed and not by word that the late 
Vernon Lincoln of Andover condemns that 
portion of the present day scholastic sys- 
tem which is engaged in the attempt to 
teach the youth of the country how to 
spell correctly. 

He has bequeathed to his native town 
$500, the interest on which shall be of- 
fered in prizes for spelling bees. His will 
provides that the contestants shall be be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 18 years, that 
they shall “choose up” sides, and that 
three prizes shall be awarded, the last 
contestant to be “ spelled down to re- 
ceive $10. 

The personality of the late Mr. Lincoln 
is unknown to the country at large, but 
one imagines a man who was inclined to 
indignation when he surveyed a letter 
made slovenly and untidy by misspelling, 
who had no patience with the efforts of 
the phonetic spellers to reduce the lan- 
guage to the capacity of the people, and 
whe looked back with admiration and 
veneration on the old fashioned spelling 
contests. One imagines a man thoroughly 
like any other 
virtue, is attained by hard work and pos- 
itive that defective orthography is a 
symptom of national decadence. As a 
man of these beliefs he considered it his 
patriotic duty to contribute towards the 
redemption of at least a portion of the 
youth of the nation. 

There is no doubt that a spelling bee 
furnished a decided impulse to the pupil. 
There may be better methods in vogue in 
the schools now, methods which can lay 
claim to greater science, but it is to be 


‘doubted if any are calculated to inspire to 


greater effort. No person likes to make a 
public exhibition of inferiority in orthog- 
raphy or anything else. It has been a 
theory of some educators that the evils: 
resulting from competitions outweighed 
any possible benefits which the young 
could secure from them. The late Mr. 
Lincoln decidedly was not of this opinion. 

It is to be feared that so far as the 
present generation of pupils is defective 
in spelling it is impossible for $500 to 
make much impression on the defect, but 
in the bequest a criticism has been passed 
on modern methods of attaining perfection 
in orthography, and so far as $500 will 
do the work of redemption it is conse- 
crated. to that purpose.

For the 
grandduke, with all his faults of the past, is 
in every. sense preferable, matrimonfally 
speaking, to his erstwhile aide de camp, 
Gen. Baron Pistolkors. The baron does not 
enjoy an altogether unblemished reputation 
at St. Petersburg, even among the easiest 
going people there. 

For he is generally understood to have 
accepted a million rubles from Grandduke 
Paul as the price of the undefended divorce 
which his wife obtainéd from him, after 
having previously, while aide de camp of the 
duke, closed his eyes to the latter’s entirely 
unconcealed admiration for the baroness. 
Then, too, the general figured @ couple of 
years ago in a sensational tragedy, the kill- 
ing of Mme. Andrejieff by her husband.

Andrejieff, who last fall was acquitted of 
the murder on the ground that the provoca- 
tion which he had received was sufficient 
to warrant the killing of the woman, Is a 
universally respected multimillionaire, who 
at the time was president of the chamber 
of commerce and of the stock exchange of 
St. Petersburg. His wife. one of the most 
beautiful women of the Muscovite capital, 
did not belong to the court circles. For 
she was of Jewish birth, being a daughter 
of a money broker at Odessa of the name 
of Lewin. But, nevertheless, the Andrejieff 
palace at St. Petersburg was frequented by 
many prominent people, owing to its mag- 
méficent hospitality and to the influence and 
importance of its owner in the financial 
world.

Among the visitors was Gen. Baron Pistol- 
kors. But wher the latter became too assid- 
uous in his attentions to the mistress of 
the house her husband showed him the door 
without ceremony, giving him to understand 
that a man who Rad been ignoble enough to 
sell his own wife for money ought not to 
insult with his attentions the wives of hon- 
orable men. In gpite of this the general, 
who is between 40 and 50 years of age, con- 
tinued to meet Mme. Andrejieff, and when 
she went abroad for the summer, leaving 
her husband at home, he attached himself to 
her train and traveled about with her every- 
where, matters being made worse by the 


daughter. 


Not long after her — to St. Petersburg 
Andrejieff, through an indiscreet remark of 
his daughter, became aware that his wife had 
been traveling about with the general. He 
proceeded to her boudoir and demanded an 
explanation, which resulted in his seizing a 


ing table and in stabbing her to the heart 
therewith. He thereupon took possession of 
her papers, rang the bell for the servants, 
ordered them to notify the police, and then, 
explaining to his young daughter what he 
had done, exacted from the girl, who was 
devoted to him, a solemn pledge that she 
woulc tell nothing but the truth if subjected 
to any judicial examination. 

The importance of the man may be gauged 
by the fact that in spite of his action in noti- 
fying the police of the murder they did not 
venture to arrest him, but left him at liberty 
until the following day. Popular sympathy 
was so strong in his favor that his acquittal 
was an assured fact, and, althaugh he is a 
sadly broken and altered man in many re- 
spects, yet he bas im no sense forfeited the 
regard and respect of either society or of his 
business associates at St. Petersburg.

Sir James Knowles’ death removes one of 
the best known figures in the London worid. 
The present generation of English speaking 
people krow him only as the editor and pro- 
prietor of the Nineteenth Century Review, 
which he founded a littie over thirty years 
ago, and through which he was brought into 
cuntact with ali the most eminent personages 
of the last three decades, most of whom have 
written for his celebrated monthly at one 
time or another.

It may safely be asserted that no distin- 
guished personage ever came to London with- 
out making the acquaintance of the editor of 
thi Nineteenth Century, and in this Ne was 
agsisted by his numerots friends, who took 
care whenever they heard of any remarkable 
man or woman coming to England to arrange 
that they should meet Sir James. 

Bu: what the present generation does not 
know is that Sir James was an architect by 
profession, which he followed for many years 
befor? his attention to literature, and among 
his architectural creations are Aldworth, the 
picturesque Surrey residence of his close and 
intimate friend, the poet Tennyson; the 
Thatched House club, Kensington house, the 
public garden and fountain in Leicester 
square, St. Saviour’s and at least a dozen 
other metropolitan churches, He founded 
the Metaphysical society, and from 1870 until

teenth century came to an end Sir James, 
who owed his title to the knighthood con- 
ferred upon him by King Edward, was 
twitted about the name of his Review, the 
‘* Nineteenth Century.“ On the one hand, 
he was anxious to retain the title under which 
it had won its fame and had established its 

sition not-merely in England but also in 

this country; while, on the other hand, he

Not only the American government but 
likewise trade and industry have derived 
many advantages from the tact and diplo- 
macy of their ambassadors and ministers 
abroad fn this particular. But, with all that, 
the diplomatic representatives of Uncle Sam 
have been singularly fortunate, not to say 
shrewd, in avoiding anything in the nature 
of an imputation of participating directly 
or indirectly in the factional political war- 
fare of the countries to which they are ac- 
credited, or. of even betraying more pro- 
nounced sympathies for one or another of 
the political camps. 

Perhaps it is due to the care which they 
display in this matter that the foreign en- 
voys at Washington observe an equally 
great discretion with regard to the political 
parties in America, a discretion, however, 
which they do not consider it so necessary to 
observe in the countries of the old world. 

Even in Europe, however, there is much 
more circumspection in this respect than 
formerly, and the days when the princess of 
Lieven, the ambassadress of the czar at the 
court of St. James, worked as one of the most 
active electioneering agents in parliamentary 
contests for the success of the political party 
that she knew to be friendly to the cause of 
Russia are past and gone.

One has only to read the memoirs of the 
first few decades of the nineteenth century 
in order to obtain some idea of the entire 
absence of all restraint which not only the 
Russian !embassy but also other foreign 
missiong in London displayed in champion- 
ing the interests of their friends in the vari- 
ous political controversies and contests of 
Great Britain, and this occasionally led to 
the necessity of changes in the foreign diplo- 
mate representation in London, since it 
often was difficult for the secretary of state 
for foreign affairs in the incoming adminis- 
trdtion to transact confidential business with 
an ambassador who either himself or ir the 
person of his wife had vigorously contested 
the victory of the new cabinet, and who was 
identified heart and soul with the interests 
of the defeated party.

| nothing to Fear in Bypnotism. 


ROF. MUENSTERBERG is doing a good work 
in popularizing a knowledge of the phenomena 
that play a large part in human conduct and 
explain much that is obscure in man’s rela- 
tions to crime, Yet the latter consideration is 
but a small phase of the subject, important 
though it be. Underneath and apart from this 
sleep producing phase of the subject there is a 
wider one that enters into and shapes our 
daily social life. 

If- it be true, according to the modern 
school of psychology, that all mental phenom- 
ena, including the will and the feelings, are 
the resultant reactions from impressions or 

| excitations received from without, it is easily 
teen how important is the knowledge of these stimuli and reactions 
to the daily life of the individual. Assuming that a large proportion 
e these excitations are received from other human beings, it is plain 
that hypnotism has to do with the entire personal life and all forms 
F social reaction and interaction. ’ 

Was it not Emerson who declared that he was potentially a 

eriminal? Was there not probably a time in his life when, had he 
not been sheltered by an ennobling environment, an evil suggestion of 
the hypnotic class might have changed the whole tenor of his life? 

A phrenologist, reading Socrates, declared that he was a drunk-

Some days later I met the president of the“ system. He told me that 
he urged the directors to remember that the first thing was to keep 
up the standard of the wages, keeping the workmen in good repair.

So the dividend 
was cut to 3. per cent on the stock. 

The. sinking fund received only what was absolutely necessary 
for the maintenance of equipment, but the workingmen suffered no 
diminution of wages whatsoever. That railroad president worked 
himself up from the lowest position. He knew how dependent the 
workman is on his wage. One of the most ter- ; 
rible railroad strikes ever precipitated in this 
country was due to the fact that in 1803 a rail- 
way magnate in the time of panic cut the 
wages of his workmen a third at a single stroke, 
while he insisted that his dividends should re- 
main at 10 per cent. Capital was everything. 
Workmen, cold, hungry, and starving were 
Lothing. The dollar must have its 10 per cent; 
the soul can have what is left, if a crust re- 
mains. That selfishness of capitalistic leaders is 
passing as surely as gladiatorial games have 
gone.

Nor is it plain to me how we are to gain or lose in judicial pro- 
cedure by this hypnotism or the knowledge of it. One would scarcely 
venture to put a subject upon the witness stand in the hypnotic trance 
nor could suggestion or the “ post-hypnotic state” be of much value 
to the operator. The suggestion et the dreaded cross examination 
would be the death of all falsehood or prevarication practiced in the 
direct. 

It may be argued that the operator could suggest ty telepathy 
the answers to any questions that might be asked and thus steer th 
subject safely among the rocks and shoals, but we nave absolutely 
no evidence that the telepathic influence, if it exists at all, would he 
at all adequate to meet the exigencies of a cross examination skill- 
fully conducted. 

In short, while I do not believe that crime of any degree, includ- 
ing murder, may result from this mental influence at any stage from 
simple suggestion up to full hypnotic possession, I do not see how the 
relative values of things are changed for better or for worse by a 
knowledge of it. 

If evil minded persons realize their power better than before they 
possessed this knowledge, the subject also is better prepared to defend 
himself if he wishes to do so—the relative position remains the same 
and we have ndthing to fear, provided the public is as well posted 
on the facts and limitations of hypnotism as the designing operator is. 
Hence the value of popular discussion of the subject. The public in its 
love and fear of mystery can suffer harm from 
hypnotism only through ignorance of it. 

Many a man and woman has suffered and 
gone down before it because they believed it a 
supernatural, irresistible force, before which they 
were powerless, and from which they could 
not flee, distance making little’ difference 
in its efficiency. . To such we can give the posi- 
tive assurance that they are in less danger from 
hypnotism than their 1 fathers were—they are ac- 
quainted witb it, face to face, and need fear it 
not at all. Themseives they may well fear since 
they may fall only with their own consent—if 
they fall it is their own fault. But this fact is 
as old as the world.

Russia's Mad Pianist 


Carries Knife in Boot. 


ST. PETERSBURG, (Special Correspond- 
ence]l.— Genius is to madness close allied.“ 
but seldom has the conjunction been 80 
marked as in the case of Viadimir Boujukll, 
A pianist so talented that he fairly bewitches. 
his audiences, and so eccentric that lunacy 
appears to offer the only possible explanation 
of his conduct. The father of this new celeb- 
rity, who has been dubbed the mad pianist,” 
is a Russian, and his mother a Greek. He 
has been shut up in more than one lunatic 
asylum, carries a murderous knife in his 
boot, lives nobody knows where, and never 
goes to bed till broad daylight. With all this 
he plays superbly and improvises, and when 
in the mood, sits at the piano for twelve 
hours at a stretch. 

Not unlike Ignacy Paterewski in looks, his 
eccentricities are immeasurably greater. 
They are the joy of the unmusica! public and 
the despair of concert givers. Boujukli can 
never he depended upon to appear at a fixed 
time for a concert. 

Not long ago he was engaged to play at the 
Warsaw Philmarnvic society. The hall was 
crowded from floor to ceiling. One or two 
things were played by the orchestra and M. 
Boujukii’s turn came. He was not in ihe 
artists’ room. He was notin his hotel, where 
he hires a room but is never to be found. 
The manager of the Philmarnvic, M. Rajch- 
man, took a sledge and began to run over the 
town for Boujukll. 

At last somebody sald he was at the opera. 
So he was. But no sooner did he see N. 
Rajchman from afar when he came out of the 
building, hailed a sledge, and drove off. M. 
Rajchman followed him, but had slower 
horses so that it was some time before he 
could even get within earshot. Boujukii, 
hearing shouts behind him. urged his driver 
to more speed.and shaking his fists at Rajch- 
man, threatened to run his knife through him 
if he dared come near. 

There was nothing to do but go back and 
anolegize to the audience, who had awaited 
the pianist in vain for over an hour. As bis 
playing is much appreciated, this was no 
light task. Nothing was seen or heard of 
Boujukli fer two or three days. Then he ap- 
peared at his hotel and telephoned to Rajch- 
man, saying that he had seen a woman who 
pleased, him much at the opera that night and 
who had, therefore, put him out of humor 
5 “with concerts and audiences. He promised 
to make up for. his desertion by playing. the 
next day, and kept his word so well that he 
enchanted the audience till 1 o’clock in the 
morning.. 


' Whilst performing im ip Warsaw he has de 
al ng. just outside the town in a suburb 
_¢alied the Wola, a most dangerous quarter, 
inhabited only by thieves, bandits, and other 
desperate characters. Nobody but his bosom 
friend, ‘an operatic singer called Metaxian, 
knows the exact whereabouts of this abode 
and, as Metaxian has been sworn to secrecy, 
there is not much chance that it will be found 
out. 

He says he keeps a knife for self-protection 
when returning home late at night. It 16 4 
long bladed weapon and can be seen stuck 
in bis boot when he plays. When he per- 
formed with an orchestra a few days back he 
ran off the platform in a towering passion 
and threatened to stick the knife in the first 
person who came near him because the con- 
ducter had kept bad time.

was created in several buildings by the re- 
moval of the several county offices to the 
new county building. 

It would be only natural to expect, there- 
fore, that there should be considerable va- 
cant space now on the market, and this is 
undoubtedly true, although not to t 
tent one would imagine. Thus, it said 
nearly uarters of the vacant space 
created in the Monadnock building by the re- 
moval of the courts to the new county build- 
ing already has been filled, and some of the 
other buildings tenanted by the county offices 
are said to have rented considerable of the 
space. Some of the best and most centrally 
located office buildings are said to be now 
all rented and at good terms, and in genera! 
it is asserted rates are being pretty well 
maintained by those buildings having oon- 
siderable vacant space. 

A member of a brokerage firm having sev- 
eral large office buildings under its manage- 
ment says of the situation: 

“The situation is 4 healthy one. Old ten- 
ants generally are renewing their leages and 
in many instances increasing their space. 
The demand from outside, however, is not so 
strong, and inquiries from prospective new 
tenants are below the normal. Space in 
newly completed buildings promises to be 
more difficult this year to fill, although I do 
not believe the supply will exceed the de- 
mand for any length of time. I confidently 
look to see it absorbed in a comparatively 
short time.” 


No Advance in Flat Rents. 


The flat renting situation, however, com- 
mands more widespread interest than any 


other feature of the renting market, and 


while the situation possibly may change 
between now and the first of May, it seems 


to be conceded generally that there is to be 


mo advance over present rentals If it had 
not been for the financial flurry and conse- 
quent business disturbance, it is probable 
there might have been some advance, owing 
to the fact that building during the last six 
or elght monthe has been at a low ebb, due 
first to the stringency of the money market 
and then to the flurry of last fall, which made 
it impossible for builders to secure necessary 
funds for two months or more, no matter 
whet interest they were willing to pay. 

Still there were over $21,000,000 of flats con- 
structed during 1907, so that, coupled with the 
financial disturbance and the disposition of 
people generally to economize, owners are 
clearly Indicating a disposition to be well 
satisfied with present rents, and should busi- 
ness continue to drag up to the first of May, 
some of them may decide to make a slight 
concession in order to-keep their buildings 
well occupied. Anyway, there is not likely to 
be any advance and everything now points 
to a maintenance of present rents. 

Agents report generally that they are rent- 
ing up well and they also say that indications 
point te but little moving. The latter is get- 
ting to be too expensive for most people in 
flush times, and in time of retrenchment they 
certainly will avoid it when possible
